News  of  the  Week 


Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association

International  Congress  of  Chemistry 

A  provisional  programme  and  regulations  for  the  tenth  Inter- 
national Congress  of  Chemistry,  to  be  held  in  Rome  from 
May  15-21,  1938,  has  recently  been  issued.  Simultaneously 
with  the  Congress  will  be  held  the  thirteenth  Conference  of  the 
Chemistry  International  Union,  details  of  which  will  be  avail- 
able shortly.  Following  the  Congress,  the  scientific  meetings 
of  which  will  take  place  in  Rome's  new  "  University  City," 
tours  of  insi>ection  to  industrial  plants  and  tours  of  general 
interest  will  be  organised.  Those  intending  to  deliver  papers 
at  the  Congress  should  signify  their  intentions  on  the  requisite 
forms,  which  should  be  returned  not  later  than  February  28, 
1938.  Details,  together  with  enrolment  forms,  particulars  of 
travelling  facilities  and  forms  of  application  for  papers,  may  be 
obtained  from  C.  I.  T.  Offices,  75-81  Regent  Street,  London, 
W.I. 

Estimated  Requirements  of  "  Dangerous  "  Drugs 

The  statement  issued  by  the  supervisory  body  under 
Article  5  of  the  Drugs  Limitation  Convention  of  1931,  giving 
the  estimated  world  requirements  of  ' '  dangerous  ' '  drugs  for  the 
year  1938,  has  just  been  published  by  the  League  of  Nations. 
In  preparing  its  statement,  tiie  supervisory  body  had  to 
examine  estimates  for  sixty-three  countries  and  104  terri- 
tories. In  addition,  it  established  estimates  for  ten  countries 
and  two  territories  for  which  estimates  had  not  been  furnished 
by  the  governments  concerned.  The  introductory  table  in  the 
statement  gives  the  total  amount  of  morphine  required  for  all 
purposes  (including  the  amount  required  for  conversion  into 
heroin,  codeine  and  dionin)  as  45,638  kilos  (compared  with 
40,976  kilos  in  1937).  The  amounts  of  heroin,  codeine  and 
dionin  estimated  as  required  for  1938  are:  Heroin,  1,133 
kilos  (965  kilos  in  1937)  ;  codeine,  29,921  kilos  (25,724  kilos  in 
1937);  dionin,  3,089  kilos  (3,199  kilos  in  1937).  The  amount 
of  cocaine  estimated  as  required  is  5,032  kilos  (4,976  in  1937). 
A  little  over  a  ton  of  other  drugs  is  required. 


Birmingham 

Report  on  ph.vrmacy  department. — Tlie  following  report 
was  presented  recently  at  a  meeting  of  the  Birmingham 
Education  Committee  regarding  the  Pharmacy  Department  at 
the  Birmingham   Technical  School  during  the  past  year:  — 

In  the  Department  of  Phannacy  forty-nine  students  obtained 
a  practising  qualification.  A  new  evening  class  was  started 
in  microbiology.  This  proved  of  particular  interest  to  labora- 
tory workers  with  food  manufacturing  firms,  and  the  subject  is 
probably  capable  of  further  development.  The  new  regulations 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  are  now  working  smoothly  and 
it  is  hripcd  that  no  further  cliange  will  be  made  for  some  time." 

Blackpool 

Address  on  air  raid  precautions. — At  a  meeting  of 
the  Blackpool  branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  recently, 
an  address  on  "  Air  Raid  Precautions  "  was  given  by  Mr. 
W.  H.  Gastall,  B.Sc.  Introducing  the  speaker,  Mr.  S.  C. 
Coope  (president)  revealed  that  the  Branch  had  offered 
assistance  to  the  local  authorities  in  the  matter  of  air- 
raid precautions,  but  the  offer  had  been  turned  down.  Mr. 
Gastall  explained  that  gas  might  be  in  liquid,  solid  or  vapour 
form  and  came  under  two  heads,  persistent  and  non-persistent. 
Gases  w'ere  also  classified  by  their  effect  on  the  human  body, 
and  there  were  thus  tear,  sneezing,  lung-irritant  and  blistering 
gases.  The  various  kinds  of  tear  gas  were  known  as  C.A.P., 
K.S.K.  and  B.B.C.  Mr.  Coope  passed  round  a  bottle  to 
demonstrate  the  smell  of  pear  drops  given  off  by  K.S.K. ,  and 
said  while  it  made  a  victim  cry  and  caused  spasms  of  the  eye- 
lid, he  soon  recovered  in  fresh  air.  Sneezing  gas  contained 
arsenical  smokes,  which  irritated  nose  and  throat,  caused  a 
burning  sensation,  but  no  permanent  injury'.  When  a  person 
was  removed  from  a  contaminated  area  into  the  fresh  air,  these 
symptoms  seemed  to  increase.  "  Afustard  "  gas  had  a  very 
slow  action  on  the  skin,  but  it  was  difficult  to  clear  from  the 
tissues  unless  attended  to  immediately.  A  50-50  mixture  of 
tropical  bleach  and  white  vaseline  was  used  for  treating  mustard 
burns,  ljut  it  had  not  to  be  left  on  for  more  than  five  minutes. 

Bolton 

Dinner-dance. — The  first  annual  dinner  and  dance  of  the 
Bolton  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held  at  the 
Empress  Halls,  Bolton,  on  December  15.  Mr.  J.  S.  Walmsley 
(chairman)  proposed  "  Our  Royal  Patron,  His  Majesty  the 
King,  the  Duke  of  Lancaster."  "  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  " 

was   also  proposed   by  the  

chairman,     who     suggested  | 
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but  were  eager  to  enjoy  themselves.  Mr.  J.  H.  Franklin  (a 
member  of  the  Council  of  the  Society)  responded,  compliment- 
ing Bolton  on  its  interest  in  pharmaceutical  affairs.  He  urged 
members  to  support  the  parent  body  in  its  efforts  to  better  the 
position  of  pharmacists.  Great  help  could  be  derived  from  this 
support,  as  witness  the  amendments  obtained  by  the  Society 
in  the  Methylated  Spirits  (Scotland)  Bill.  "  Our  Guests  " 
was  proposed  by  Mr.  W.  Rothwell  in  an  amusing  speech,  in 
which  he  mentioned  the  Mayor  and  Mayoress,  Dr.  F.  Vause 
(president,  Bolton  Medical  Association)  and  Mrs.  Vause, 
Councillor  Barlow  (clerk  to  the  Bolton  Insurance  Committee) 
and  Mrs.  Barlow,  Mr.  F.  Duckworth  and  Mr.  J.  Parkes  (pre- 
sident and  secretary,  Bolton  Chamber  of  Trade).  The  Mayor 
responded.  Dr.  R.  M.  Galloway  (medical  officer  of  health) 
made  reference  to  the  close  relationship  between  the  medical 
profession  and  the  pharmacists  of  the  town.  After  dinner 
the  Mayoress  presented  prizes  to  the  winners  in  the  whist 
drive  held  before  dinner:  Mesdames  Crompton,  McCartney, 
Franklin  and  Boult  ;  Messrs.  Boult,  Smith,  Briggs  and  Emery.

— At  Leeds,  on  December  14,  Sam  Macofski, 
Roundhay  Road,  was  fined  20s.,  with  costs,  for  having  sold  as 
table  vinegar  an  "artificial"  vinegar. — At  Brentford,  on 
December  14,  various  traders  were  summoned  on  a  similar 
charge  by  the  Middlesex  County  Council,  and  were  ordered 
to  pay  costs. 

N.H.I.ORDER. — The  National  Health  Insurance  (Employ- 
ment under  Local  and  Public  Authorities)  Order,  1937  (S.R.  & 
O.,  1937,  1061),  provides,  inter  alia,  that  employment  under 
a  contract  of  apprenticeship  by  any  local  or  other  public 
authority  without  money  payment  shall  be  deemed  not  to  be 
employment  within  the  meaning  of  the  National  Health 
Insurance  Act,  1936. 

Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933. — At  Greenwich  Police 
Court,  London,  S.E.,  on  December  18,  1937,  Mr.  Douglas 
Stewart  Mitchell,  M.P.S.,  Lewisham  Road,  was  summoned  for 
selling,  by  retail,  strychnine  contained  in  syrup  of  hypophos- 
phites,  without  the  sale  being  under  supervision  of  a  registered 
pharmacist.  Mr.  A.  Castle,  representing  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain,  said  on  September  i  the  syrup  of 
hypophosphites,  which  contained  some  strychnine,  was  sold  by 
an  assistant  who  was  not  a  qualified  chemist  and  who  was  not, 
at  that  precise  time,  under  the  supervision  of  a  qualified  chemist 
as  was  required  by  law.  Mr.  J.  E.  M.  Gunning,  defending,  said 
Mr.  Mitchell  had  a  qualified  dispenser  at  the  shop,  and  had 
given  instructions  in  writing  that  on  no  condition  were  assis- 
tants to  sell  poison  without  his  instructions.  Defendant  had 
now  engaged  a  qualified  pharmacist.  The  magistrate  said  he 
was  influenced  by  the  fact  that  evidently  the  compound  had 
been  supplied  by  a  firm  of  manufacturing  chemists.  This  was 
rather  different  from  a  case  where  a  poison  had  been  made  up 
on  the  premises,  and  he  did  not,  in  those  circumstances,  regard 
the  offence  as  being  of  a  very  serious  character.  The  summons 
was  dismissed  under  the  Probation  of  Offenders  Act  on  payment 
of  los.  costs.

Aberdeen 

Aberdeen  Pharmaceutical  Association. — ^The  quarterly 
meeting  of  the  Association  was  held  in  Robert  Gordon's  College 
on  December  14,  the  president,  Mr.  W.  F.  Hay,  in  the  chair.

— The  strike  affecting  about  a  hundred  girl 
packers  employed  by  three  Dublin  wholesale  druggists'  houses 
has  ended.    Pending  the  holding  of  a  conference  under  the 


auspices  of  the  Free  State  Department  of  Industry  and  Com- 
merce the  workers  agreed  to  resume  work  this  week.  At  the 
conference  the  employers  will  be  represented  by  the  wholesale 
section  of  the  Irish  Drug  Association  and  the  workers  by  the 
Irish  Women  Workers'  Union,  of  which  they  are  members. 

Fifty  years'  service. — Mr.  Patrick  Joseph  Creamer  was 
the  guest  at  a  supper  on  December  22  to  celebrate  his  fifty 
years'  employment  with  J.  J.  Graham  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  chemists, 
Westmoreland  Street,  Dublin.  He  was  presented  with  a  gold 
watch,  suitably  inscribed,  by  Mr.  J.  S.  Walsh  (managing  direc- 
tor) and  with  a  pocket  wallet  by  Mr.  W.  Batty  (senior  member 
of  the  staff),  Mr.  N.  E.  Sutton  (director)  and  Mr.  T.  D. 
Humphries  (secretary)  were  among  those  present.  In  an  inter- 
view to  the  Press  Mr.  Creamer  recounted  some  of  his  business 
experiences.  When  he  first  entered  the  business,  he  said, 
the  shops  used  to  open  at  7  o'clock  in  the  morning  and  close  at 
1 1. 15  at  night.  Most  of  the  chemists  lived  indoors,  and 
generally  were  students  at  one  or  other  of  the  medical  colleges 
in  the  city,  from  which  they  subsequently  qualified  as  doctors. 
Dr.  Graham,  and  later  Dr.  Walsh,  who  took  over  the  business 
in  which  he  was  employed,  made  arrangements  for  the  students 
to  attend  these  schools  to  carry  on  their  studies.  Their  normal 
stock  of  leeches  in  those  days  was  between  a  hundred  and 
two  hundred.  Among  the  popular  articles  of  those  days  were 
hcirapicra  (hiky-piky),  Soules'  hop  bitters,  Graham's  cough 
drops,  and  the  Bishop  of  Galway's  cure  for  sciatica.  It  was  a 
usual  thing  for  people  to  come  into  the  pharmacy  and  drink 
senna  tea  or  castor  oil  or  to  have  wounds  dressed.

Christmas  trade. — A  correspondent  writes: — "  Chemists  in 
the  Irish  Free  State  found  Christmas  trade  greatly  improved 
this  year." 

Dispensary  compounders. — Dr.  Michael  O'Donnell  (presi- 
dent) was  in  the  chair  at  the  November  meeting  of  the  Irish 
Dispensary  Compounders'  Association.

Topical  Reflections 


By  Xrayser 


This  Year 


New  Year  forecasts,  with  their  attendant  retrospects 
and  moralisings,  can  easily  become  tedious  ;  and  I  do  not 
propose  to  inflict  anything  of  the  kind  on  your  readers.  A 
passage  in  "  Robinson  Crusoe  "  that  made  an  impression  on 
me  when  I  first  read  it  as  a  boy  is  the  one  in  which  Defoe  sets 
in  parallel  columns,  headed  respectively  "  Evil  "  and 
"  Good,"  six  adverse  circumstances  and  six  compensating 
benefits  connected  with  his  hero's  arrival  on  the  desolate 
island.  There  is  a  relevance  in  turning  up  this  passage  just 
now,  in  that  pharmacy,  unless  it  is  wisely  led,  may  in  the  not 
very  distant  future  find  itself,  figuratively,  on  a  lonely  island 
with  insufficient  nourisliment  and  no  immediate  prospect  of 
release.  I  am  thinking  of  the  growth  of  public  medical 
services,  the  inroads  of  welfare  centres  and  the  exactions  of 
National  Health  Insurance  dispensing.  If  an  ever-increasing 
percentage  of  the  population  is  to  be  fed  and  physicked  at 
contract  rates  it  will  not  be  surprising  if  the  Bloomsbury 
Square  parrot  (there  may  be  one  among  the  other  live-stock) 
is  heard  exclaiming:  "  Poor  Robin  Crusoe,  where  are  you? 
Where  have  you  been.''  " 

"C.  &  D.  Diary  and  Year-Book,  1938  " 

The  arrival,  within  the  last  few  days,  of  your 
Diary  and  Year-Book  for  1938  is  a  welcome  event.  I  have 
a  good  selection  of  these  Diaries — rather  more  than  forty,  I 
think — and  it  is  not  unusual  for  nie  to  turn  to  one  or  another 
of  them  in  addition  to  the  current  volume.  The  information 
you  give  regarding  medicine-stamp  duty  is  fuller  than  that  in 
earlier  Diaries  and  even  in  Volume  I  of  "  Pharmaceutical 
Formulas."  I  have  not  previously  seen  anything  like  the 
condensed  version  of  the  evidence  given  before  the  Select 
Committee  of  1936-37,  and  am  glad  to  have  it  available  in  so 
small  a  compass.    The  requirements  in  respect  of  the  sale  of 


poisons,  now  more  complex  than  ever,  are  another  valuable 
feature :  the  surprising  number  of  prosecutions  of  pharma- 
cists still  going  on  under  the  Act  of  1933 — some  of  them,  I  fear, 
savouring  of  ruthlessness — is  a  reminder  of  the  necessity  of 
keeping  at  hand  details  of  procedure  in  selling  and  dispensing 
poisons.  Your  always  valuable  hints  on  shop  routine  and 
policy  are  varied  this  year  by  the  inclusion  of  specimen  letters 
suited  to  the  case  of  a  man  wlio  has  just  opened  or  is  just 
opening  a  pharmacy :  these  can  be  modified  according  to 
individual  needs.  I  note  that  the  Buyers'  Guide  is  bigger, 
and  therefore  better,  than  ever. 

N.H.I.  Negotiations 

The  further  letter  of  Mr.  L.  Moreton  Parry  on  p.  749 
of  your  last  week's  issue  is  rather  difficult  to  interpret.  If 
Mr.  Parry  thinks  that  the  two  letters  to  which  he  refers  as 
being  submitted  in  camera  at  the  December  Council  meeting 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  should  be  published,  one  would 
have  expected  him,  with  his  experience  as  a  past-president  of 
the  Society,  to  have  made  this  point  clear.  We  can  all  admire 
his  decision  not  to  use  a  rude  word :  the  Greeks  had  a  word 
for  that  (or,  rather,  for  the  rhetorical  figure  with  which  his 
letter  ends),  aposiopesis,  a  word  which  has  in  due  course  found 
its  way  into  English  dictionaries.  Without  seeing  the  letters 
your  readers  can  hardly  judge  of  the,  nature  of  the  "  excuses  " 
of  their  writers.  But  I,  for  one,  am  not  anxious  to  see  the 
functioning  of  an  undiscriminating  policy  of  liaison  between 
the  Society  and  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union,  for  the 
sufficient  reason  that  in  reports  of  recent  N.P.U.  Executive 
meetings  mention  was  made  on  at  least  two  occasions  of  pro- 
secutions by  the  Society  in  which  the  body  undertaking  the 
defence  was  the  Union.  Those  of  us  who  are  in  retail  business 
must  regard  this  state  of  things  as  calling  for  ordinary  prudence 
and  reserve.  Limited  collaboration  for  specified  purposes  is 
another  matter.

ber 27  was  only  ;^485,  and  there  was  a  net  loss  sustained  of 
;^964.  The  creditors  decided  to  confirm  the  voluntary  liquida- 
tion of  the  company  with  Mr.  E.  H.  Glaisby,  C.A.,  Leeds,  as 
liquidator,  whilst  a  committee  was  also  appointed. 

F.  J.  Clark,  Ltd.,  31  High  Street,  Crayford,  63  High  Street, 
Bexley  (closed),  296  The  Broadway,  Bexley  Heath,  3  Glent- 
worth  Parade,  Dartford,  8  High  Street,  Borough  Green,  and 
190  High  Street,  Deal,  trading  as  Edward  S.  Smith,  chemists, 
etc.  Pursuant  to  Section  238  of  the  Companies  Act,  1929,  a 
meeting  of  the  creditors  of  the  above  was  held  on  December  9 
at  Soutliern  House,  Cannon  Street,  London,  E.C  The  chair 
was  occupied  by  Mr.  Clark,  a  director  of  the  company.  An 
approximate  statement  of  affairs  as  at  November  30,  1937,  was 
submitted  which  showed  unsecured  liabilities  of  £2,6gy  6s.  iid., 
of  which  £i2j  5s.  was  due  to  cash  creditors  and  the  remainder 
to  trade  creditors.  The  assets  comprised:  Cash  in  hand, 
;^24  IIS.  8d.;  stocks  in  trade,  ;^i,509  9s.;  loose  fittings  and 
utensils,  ;^i63  iis.  6d.;  book  debts,  £521  7s.  7d.,  estimated  to 
produce  ;f,i79  3s.  6d.;  and  motor  van  and  car,  ;^iio  ;  making 
total  assets  of  ^1,986  15s.  8d.  A  note  appended  to  the  state- 
ment of  affairs  stated  that  the  assets  were  subject  to  a  first 
charge  in  respect  of  what  was  described  as  a  debenture,  being 
a  floating  charge  on  the  whole  of  the  company's  assets  dated 
November  17,  1937,  and  stated  to  be  for  the  sum  of  £1.975 
4I  per  cent,  interest.  In  addition  there  were  preferential 
claims  amounting  to  ;^3o8  i8s.  7d.  It  was  also  stated  that  in 
the  preparation  of  the  statement  of  affairs  the  values  of  the 
leases,  goodwills,  etc.,  of  the  branches  had  not  been  taken  into 
account,  but  these  might  quite  possibly  be  of  considerable 
value.  Mr.  Paterson  submitted  a  history  of  the  business,  stating 
that  the  company  was  incorporated  in  June  1937  with  a 
nominal  capital  of  ;^i,500.  Formerly  Mr.  Clark  had  been 
manager  to  the  firm  of  Robins  Stores,  Ltd.,  at  one  of  their 
branches.  In  1933  he  acquired  that  branch  himself  and  sub- 
sequently took  over  other  branches.  Eventually  the  sums 
owing  to  Messrs.  Robins  Stores,  Ltd.,  amounted  to  over  ^1,900, 
and  later  the  indebtedness  disappeared  altogether  from  Clark's 
balance  sheet,  and  in  its  place  a  debenture  was  set  down  to 
H.  J.  Robins  amounting  to  £1,975.  It  was  stated  that  no 
Receiver  had  been  appointed  by  the  debenture  holder. 
Recently  Mr.  Clark  found  himself  in  difficulties  and  he  was 
advised  to  call  the  creditors  together.  In  the  course  of  the 
discussion  Mr.  Hughes,  of  the  Association  of  Manufacturing 
Chemists,  asked  Mr.  Clark  whether  in  regard  to  the  chemists' 
section  of  the  business  he  had  ever  been  placed  on  the  stop 
list,  and  the  answer  was  in  the  afiirmative.  He  denied  that 
there  had  been  any  cutting.  Resolutions  were  passed  con- 
firming the  voluntary  liquidation  of  the  company  w-ith  Mr. 
W.  H.  Cork  as  liquidator.    A  committee  was  also  appointed. 
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Insurance  Act  Dispensing 


ENGLAND  AND  WALES 

Bolton. — Mr.  II.  N.  Linstead  (secretary,  Pharmaceutical 
Socieiyj  was  a  visitor  at  a  special  meeting  of  the  Insurance 
Committee  on  December  9.  It  was  reported  that  there  were 
sixty-five  chemists  on  the  list,  controlling  eighty-six  shops. 
The  n-umber  of  prescriptions  dispensed  in  1936  was  397,099  ; 
the  cost  of  ingredients  being  l5,T2<j,  and  the  cost  of  dispensing 
fees  £7,28^,  compared  with  392  470  prescriptions  costing 
/i2,588  in  the  previous  year.  Two  mcmljers.  Alderman  Knott 
and  Alderman  Aspinall,  were  congratulated  on  their  record  of 
over  twenty-five  years'  service  on  the  Committee  and  their 
re-election  for  a  further  jieriod  of  five  years. 

Burnley. — The  Pharmaceutical  Committee  recently  presented 
suggested  rotas  for  the  opening  of  chemists'  shops  out  of  ordin- 
ary hours.  The  Committee  had  previously  considered  that  the 
Stoops,  Bleak  House  and  Hargher  Clough  areas  had  not  been 
sufficiently  served,  but  the  chairman  stated  that  these  diffi- 
culties had  now  been  remedied. 

Chester. — Prescriptions  dispensed  during  the  year  totalled 
65.925,  an  increase  of  2,971  on  the  previous  year.  This  is 
stated  to  be  in  some  measure  accounted  for  by  increase  in 
the  insured  population.  The  cost  to  the  Committee  was 
;^2,387,  of  which  £1,257  was  for  ingredients  and  ;^i,i30  for  dis- 
pensing fees.  The  aggregate  sum  was  an  increase  of  £io?>  on 
the  amount  paid  the  previous  year.  The  average  cost  of  pre- 
scriptions was  8.92d.,  representing  3s.  per  insured  person. 
Two  te^t  prescriptions  were  referred  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Service  Subcommittee  for  investigation,  and  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Committee  the  Minister  of  Health  imposed 
a  fine  of  los.  in  one  case  and  of  £1  in  the  other.  On  some  3,000 
prescriptions  checked  by  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union, 
there  were  only  three  errors,  for  which  satisfactory  explana- 
tions had  been  given. 

Croydon. — The  Insurance  Committee  recently  agreed  that 
errors  in  two  test  prescriptions  were  due  to  absence  of  sufficient 
,;are  on  the  part  of  the  assistants  and  constituted  breaches  of 
the  terms  of  service.  The  discrepancies  were  stated  to  be 
small,  and  it  was  felt  that  cautions  would  meet  the  case. 

Derby. — The  case  of  a  chemist  who  dispensed  eighty-one 
prescriptions  before  entering  into  the  usual  agreement  has 
been  considered  by  the  Insurance  Committee.  Application  to  be 
admitted  to  the  List  was  made  only  on  August  19,  whereas 
the  period  covered  by  the  prescriptions  was  from  April  17. 
The  clerk  reported  that  he  had  interviewed  the  chemist  con- 
cerned, but  had  not  been  given  a  satisfactory  explanation.  It 
was  resolved  that  the  chemi.st  be  infonned  that  the  Committee 
cannot  accept  liability  for  payment  of  prescriptions  dispensed 
before  the  date  of  his  application  for  inclusion  in  the  List. 

Holland  (Lincolnshire). — Increased  prescriptions  and  the 

greater  cost  of  drugs  and  medicines  were  discussed  at  a 
recent  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee.  A  medical  mem- 
ber said  in  his  experience  a  greater  number  of  people  went  to 
the  doctors  at  an  earlier  stage  of  their  ailments  than  formerly. 
Many  young  people  came  at  the  i)e°finning  of  an  illness,  not 
wanting  to  stay  away  from  work.  This  might  cause  a  rise  in 
the  cost  of  me^'icine,  but  it  was  saving  approved  societies  a 
lot  of  money.  The  meeting  passed  no  resolution,  and  the  chair- 
man said  it  would  be  wise  to  leave  the  matter  in  the  hands  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Kent. — Deal  chemists  have  agreed  to  arrange  a  rota  service 
and  to  submit  the  arrangements  to  the  Insurance  Committee 
for  approval. 

Rochdale. — The  Insurance  Committee  recently  elected 
Mr.  Leonard  Etherington  Chairman.  He  is  the  first  chemist 
to  hold  the  position.  A  review  of  the  past  year's  work  was 
given.  There  are  now  sixtv-one  doctors  and  forty-three 
chemists  on  the  Committee's  lists.  The  amount  due  for  medi- 
cines and  appliances  during  the  year  under  review  was  /^8,825, 
inclu^l'nff  /^i  for  vaccines.  Chemists'  accounts  for  druffs  were 
paid  in  full,  but  only  94  593  per  cent,  of  fees  for  dispensing 
was  paid,  the  total  payment  to  chemists  being  £8,327.  Of  the 
tests  taken  of  dru^s  and  appliances  all  were  satisfactory  in 
quantity  and  quality  except  one,  in  which  instance  £1  was 
ordered  to  be  deducted  from  the  chemist's  remuneration. 


Warwickshire. — Rotas  arranged  in  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee's area  are  reported  as  working  smoothly.  Twenty  tests 
of  dispensing  taken  since  the  last  meeting  have  had  satisfac- 
tory results.  The  report  of  the  Central  Checking  Bureau  indi- 
cated a  continued  high  standard  of  accuracy  in  the  work  of 
the  pricing  office. 


SCOTLAND 

Aberdeen. — The  Burgh  Insurance  Committee  recommended 
that  21s.  be  deducted  from  a  chemist's  remuneration,  and  that 
he  be  warned.  It  was  reported  that  the  chemist  had  wrongly 
read  ferrous  sulphite  for  quinine  siil])hatc  in  the  prescription  ; 
the  subcommittee  pointed  out  that  he  should  have  communi- 
cated with  the  doctor  if  in  doubt.  The  clerk  was  instructed 
to  write  to  the  Panel  Committee  and  point  out  the  risks  run 
by  chemists  in  "  deciphering  these  almost  indecipherable 
hieroglyphics." 

Banifshire. — A  reply  was  made  by  a  medical  member  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee  to  a  statement  made  at 
the  conference  of  Insurance  Committees,  held  recently  at 
Oban,  that  "  it  was  tragic  to  think  that  the  medical  benefit 
provided  to-day  for  the  insured  person  was  exactly  the  same 
as  it  was  at  its  inception  twenty-five  years  ago."  As  far  as 
Banffshire  was  concerned,  the  doctor  said  that  that  was  not 
correct.  He  submitted  that  insured  persons  got  the  full  privi- 
leges of  methods  of  diagnosis  and  methods  of  treatment  that 
were  not  known  twenty-five  years  ago.  Further,  consultant 
and  specialist  services  and  laboratory  and  diagnostic  facilities 
were  within  the  reach  of  insured  persons.  The  Committee 
was  notified  that  a  doctor  had  entered  an  appeal  against  an 
earlier  decision  of  the  Committee  to  surcharge  him  /30  for 
excessive  prescribing  during  1936 ;  and  that  17,644  persons 
were  on  the  Committee's  index  register,  an  increase  of  600 
compared  with  two  years  ago,  and  of  269  on  the  1936  figure. 


General  Council  of  Panel  Chemists  (Scotland) 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  General  Council  of  Panel  Chemists 
(Scotland)  was  held  at  36  York  Place,  Edinburgh,  on  Decem- 
ber 8,  Mr.  J.  B.  McVitae  in  the  chair.  A  reply  from  the 
Department  of  Health  accepting  the  terms  of  service  as  agreed 
upon  at  the  special  meeting  of  the  General  Council  of  Panel 
Chemists  (Scotland)  and  confirming  their  decision  to  proceed 
immediately  to  appoint  a  joint  committee  of  inquiry  into  the 
circumstances  was  received.  It  was  reported  that  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health  had  taken  steps  to  secure  that  on  every 
Insurance  Committee  in  Scotland  there  should  be  a  representa- 
tive of  panel  chemists.  A  report  from  the  Manchester  Testing 
House  on  the  examination  of  appliances  during  the  years 
1928  to  1936  indicated  that  for  1936  the  number  of  appliances 
reported  deficient  in  quality  or  deficient  in  quantity  had  been 
reduced  to  a  very  low  figure. 

The  meeting  considered  suggestions  submitted  by  various 
pharmaceutical  committees  and  also  from  the  Central  Checking 
Bureau.  The  delivery  of  medicines  to  insured  persons  in  rural 
areas  sometimes  involved  considerable  outlay  by  the  chemist, 
it  was  stated.  The  Standing  Committee  was  asked  to  go  into 
the  matter.  Attention  was  directed  to  cases  in  which  the 
Checking  Bureau  had  made  inquiry  whether  the  reputed  pint 
of  12  J  oz.  or  the  Imperial  pint  had  been  supplied  when  "  one 
pint  "  was  ordered.  Experience  indicated  that  in  a  large 
percentage  of  cases  the  reputed  pint  had  been  supplied  without 
any  indication  on  the  prescription.  It  was  suggested  that 
chemists  might  mark  on  the  prescription  "  20  oz.  supplied." 
Reference  was  made  to  a  practice  of  prescribing  12-  or  i6-oz. 
mixtures  in  teaspoonful  doses,  and  of  twelve  or  twenty-four 
powders  with  directions  "  As  directed,"  the  patient  stating 
that  the  doctor  had  instructed  him  to  divide  each  powder  into 
two  or  three,  as  the  case  might  be.  Chemists  were  asked  to 
furnish  the  Standing  Committee  with  actual  examples.  It  was 
stated  that  while  under  the  Tariff  arrangement  hypodermic 
syringes  were  to  be  supplied  only  for  personal  administration 
of  insulin,  prescriptions  were  being  written  for  other  hypo- 
dermic svringes.  such  as  adrenaline,  although  such  prescriptions 
were  disallowed  by  the  Checking  Bureau.  It  was  suggested 
that  this  difficulty  might  be  met  by  the  practitioners  being 
instructed  to  write  "  Insulin  hypodermic  syringe." 
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Dilapidations 

By  a  Barrister 


THE  Landlord  and  Tenant  Act,  1927,  is  often  referred 
to  as  "  the  tenant's  charter,"  but  the  good  intentions 
of  Parhament  can  hardly  be  regarded  as  having  been 
fulfilled.  Indeed,  one  provision,  viz..  Sec.  18  (i),  has  given 
rise  to  a  good  deal  of  confusion,  and  neither  landlords  nor 
tenants  can  be  certain  of  their  rights. 

Sec.  18  (i)  has  brought  the  measure  of  damages  in  respect 
of  a  breach  of  covenant  to  leave  premises  in  repair  into  line 
with  the  measure  of  damages  in  respect  of  a  breach  of  covenant 
to  keep  in  repair  ;  and  in  each  case  the  amount  by  which 
the  landlord's  reversionary  interest  upon  the  determination  of 
the  tenancy  has  been  diminished  as  the  result  of  the  breach 
will  be  the  proper  quantum  of  damages.  But  in  addition,  the 
section  is  aimed  at  preventing  landlords  from  making  a  profit 
out  of  their  tenants  in  respect  of  dilapidations,  by  recovering 
compensation  where  the  repairs  are  rendered  unnecessary  and 
where  they  will  not  or  should  not  be  executed. 

In  this  connexion  the  section  provides  that  "  no  damages 
shall  be  recovered  for  a  breach  of  any  covenant  to  leave  or 
put  premises  in  repair  at  the  termination  of  the  lease,  if  it  is 
shown  that  the  premises,  in  whatever  state  of  repair  they  might 
be,  would  at  or  shortly  after  the  termination  of  the  tenancy 
have  been  or  be  pulled  down,  or  such  structural  alterations 
made  therein  as  would  render  valueless  the  repairs  covered  by 
the  covenant  or  agreement." 

There  are  a  number  of  difficult  and  important  questions  which 
arise  on  the  construction  of  the  above  provision.  Unfortunately 
there  are  no  cases  to  guide  one.  All  one  can  do  is  to  dravv 
attention  to  these  points,  and  to  indicate  what  practical  means 
are  available  to  landlords  and  tenants  for  the  purpose  of  avoid- 
ing disputes  and  preventing  litigation,  which  can  only  serve 
to  make  law  for  others  at  the  expense  of  the  litigating  parties. 
Let  us  consider  some  of  the  more  important  of  these  points. 

Difficult  Points 

In  the  first  place,  a  question  arises  as  to  what  is  the  meaning 
of  the  expression  "  shortly  after  "  the  termination  of  the 
tenancy.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  demolition  or  alterations 
must  take  place  "  shortly  after  the  termination  of  the  tenancy  " 
in  order  that  the  tenant  should  not  be  liable  for  the  dilapida- 
tions. The  period  therefore  is  very  elastic,  and  one  cannot 
say  with  any  degree  of  certainty  what  is  the  maximum  period 
of  time  which  will  be  regarded  by  the  Courts  as  "  shortly 
after."  In  some  quarters,  it  has  been  considered  that  even  a 
year  or  so  may  not  be  regarded  as  too  long. 

In  the  second  place,  is  the  tenant  to  be  deprived  of  the  benefit 
of  the  section  if  the  demolition  or  alterations  take  place  at  the 
instance,  not  of  the  person  who  was  the  landlord  at  the  end  of 
the  tenancy  and  to  whom  the  dilapidations  (if  recoverable  at 
all)  would  be  payable,  but  of  a  third  person  to  whom  the  pro- 
perty has  been  sold  since  the  termination  of  the  tenancy.'  If 
we  may  venture  a  view,  as  the  section  itself  does  not  contain 
any  limitation  restricting  the  person  by  whom  the  demolition  or 
alterations  are  effected,  it  would  appear  that  the  sale  of  the 
property  to  a  third  person  after  the  termination  of  the  tenancy 
cannot  aSect  the  rights  of  the  tenant. 

In  the  third  place,  does  the  tenant  lose  the  benefit  of  the 
section  where  the  repairs  for  which  he  is  liable  under  his 
repairing  covenant  have  in  fact  been  executed?  It  may  well 
happen  that  upon  the  termination  of  the  tenancy  the  landlord 
may  intend  to  relet,  and  that  he  may  have  the  repairs  executed 
with  th's  view.  Subsequently,  however,  someone  may  come 
along  with  a  good  proposition  for  the  purchase  of  the  property 
with  a  view  to  the  demolition  of  the  existing  building  and  the 
development  of  the  site.  Suppose  in  such  a  case  the  sale  is 
executed  and  the  building  is  pulled  down,  all  within  a  space 
of  three  months  from  the  date  of  the  termination  of  the 
tenancy :  will  the  tenant  be  still  liable  to  pay  the  dilapidations 
to  the  landlord,  just  because  of  the  fact  that  the  landlord  has 
executed  the  repairs?  This  is  indeed  a  pretty  problem,  but 
again  we  would  say  that  the  tenant  would  not  be  liable  in 
such  a  case. 

So  far  we  have  been  assuming  that  the  tenant  has  not  already 
paid  for  the  dilapidations  before  the  demolition  or  alterations 
take  place  in  the  hypothetical  circumstances  set  out  above. 


Assuming  for  a  moment  that  in  the  above  hypothetical  cir- 
cumstances the  tenant  would  not  be  liable,  what  would  be  the 
position  if  he  had  already  paid  before  the  sale  took  place,  or 
before  the  demolition  or  alterations  were  effected?  Could  he 
in  such  a  case  recover  his  money  from  the  landlord  and  argue 
that  as  he  would  not  be  liable  if  he  had  not  paid  it,  he  should 
be  repaid  the  money,  because  of  the  events  which  subsequently 
happened  and  which  put  an  end  to  his  liability  in  respect  of 
the  dilapidations  ?  It  is  difficult  to  express  an  opinion  on  this 
point  with  any  certainty,  but  it  would  look  as  if  the  landlord 
in  such  a  case  would  have  to  repay  the  money.  These  being 
the  difficulties,  what  are  the  practical  steps  for  avoiding  them? 

In  the  first  place,  a  landlord  can  get  over  his  difficulties  by 
the  insertion  of  a  proper  clause  in  the  lease,  providing  for  the 
payment  to  him  by  the  tenant  at  the  end  of  the  tenancy  of 
a  fixed  sum  in  lieu  of  dilapidations.  In  such  a  case,  it  seems, 
the  tenant  would  be  liable  to  pay  the  landlord  the  fixed  sum, 
whatever  might  happen  to  the  property  after  the  termination  of 
the  tenancy. 

But  if  the  lease  does  not  contain  any  sudh  clause,  then 
the  best  course  the  tenant  can  take  when  called  upon  to  pay 
dilapidations  at  the  end  of  the  tenancy  is  to  take  legal  advice, 
and  only  to  pay  the  money  over  upon  a  proper  document  being 
drawn  up,  making  express  provision  for  the  repayment  of  the 
money  to  him  in  the  event  of  the  occurrence  of  any  of  the 
subsequent  events  provided  for  in  the  section,  which  would  dis- 
charge his  liability  to  pay  for  the  dilapidations. 


Recent  Research 

A  New  Sesquiterpene  Alcohol 

UcHiDA  AND  MuRATA  ("  Journal  of  the  Society  of  Chemical 
Industry,"  Japan,  1937,  159B)  have  isolated  from  the  essential 
oil  of  Sugi  leaves  about  i  per  cent,  of  a  crystalline  sesquiterpene 
alcohol,  CijHjsO,  to  which  they  have  assigned  the  name 
sesquicryptol.  It  boils  at  172-174°  at  20  mm.  pressure,  melts 
at  49-51°,  and  has  a  specific  rotation  +22.72°  in  chloroform 
solution.  On  oxidation  it  yields  an  aldehyde,  and  on  dehydr.i- 
tion  a  sesquiterpene  boiling  at  250-255°,  and  which  yields  a 
crystalline  dibromide. 

"  Organification  "  of  Phosphorus 

The  rate  of  "organification"  of  phosphorus  in  animal  tissues 
has  been  followed  at  the  Palermo  Institute  of  Physics  with  the 
aid  of  radioactive  phosphorus  ("  Nature,"  3524,  836).  The 
investigators  (C.  Artom  and  four  co-workers)  conclude  that 
the  participation  of  phospholipids  is  not  limited  to  a  substitu- 
tion of  fatty  acid  radicles  but  results,  at  least  partially,  from 
a  complete  synthesis  starting  from  inorganic  phosphorus.  The 
indicator  showed  a  maximum  of  lipidic  phosphorus  in  the 
liver,  kidney  and  intestine,  with  medium  amounts  in  parenchy- 
matous organs  (spleen,  pancreas,  adrenals,  testes,  lungs  and 
heart),  with  lower  values  in  muscle,  brain,  and  medulla. 

Transmission  of  Excitation  in  Living  Material 

During  a  discussion  on  this  subject  at  a  Royal  Society  meeting 
("  Nature,"  3533,  118),  Dr.  C.  F.  A.  Pantin  pointed  out  that 
the  electrical  theory  is  established  for  conduction  in  frog's 
nerve.  The  propagation  of  the  impulse  may  be  blocked  by  the 
application  of  pressure  or  by  freezing,  but  the  electrical  current 
spreads  into  the  inactive  region  of  the  nerve  and  a  second  shock 
therein  can  be  effective  at  only  10  per  cent,  of  the  intensity 
necessary  without  the  primary  stimulus.  Other  evidence, 
primarily  pharmacological,  shows  that  the  liberation  of  a 
specific  chemical  in  relation  to  the  cell  junction  may  be  of  great 
importance.  Thus  it  is  now  recognised  that  the  sympathetic 
nerves  act  by  liberating  adrenalin  (or  something  very  like  it) 
whilst  the  para-sympathetic  nerve  endings  release  acetylcholine. 
J.  C.  Eccles  presented  evidence  in  favour  of  a  rapid  electrical 
effect  and  a  slower  chemical  eSect  in  ganglion  and  central 
nervous  systems. 
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Items  in  Parliament 


National  Health  Insurance  (Ophthalmic  Benefit) 

Mr.  Hutchinson  asked  the  Minister  of  Heahh,  on  Decem- 
ber 23,  how  many  approved  societies  give  additional  benefit 
for  ophthalmic  treatment  to  all  classes  of  their  members  ;  and 
whether,  in  the  case  of  societies  which  do  not  give  ophthalmic 
benefit  to  all  classes  of  their  members,  he  would  take  steps  to 
ensure  that  ophthalmic  benefit,  or  some  modified  scale  of 
ophthalmic  benefit,  should  be  given  to  those  members  not  at 
present  entitled  to  benefit? 

Sir  K.  Wood:  Ophthalmic  benefit  is  included  amongst  the 
additional  benefits  available  to  the  members  of  730  approved 
societies  and  4,700  branches,  with  a  total  membership  of 
11,300,000.  Members  of  these  societies  only  become  entitled 
to  the  benefit  after  a  waiting  period  of  two  and  a  half  years  on 
average,  but  after  the  completion  of  the  waiting  period  the 
benefit  is  available  to  all  classes  of  members.  Legislation 
would  be  necessary  to  make  ophthalmic  benefit  available  to  all 
members  of  all  approved  societies,  and  such  legislation  cannot 
at  present  be  contemplated. 

Zanzibar  Cloves 

Mr.  Creech  Jones  asked  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the 
Colonies,  on  December  22,  whether  the  boycott  of  Zanzibar 
cloves  by  Indians  continues  ;  what  financial  effect  it  has  had 
on  the  colony  ;  and  whether  any  recent  steps  have  been 
taken  by  the  colony  to  conciliate  Indian  opinion? 

Mr.  Ormsby-Gore:  I  regret  that  tlie  reply  to  the  first  part  of 
the  question  is  in  the  affirmative.  As  regards  the  second  part 
of  the  question,  owing  to  the  reduction  in  exports  there  has 
been  a  shortfall  in  the  revenue  derived  from  the  export  duty 
on  cloves,  which  is  estimated  at  ;^3o,ooo  for  1937.  This  revenue 
will,  however,  be  collected  in  due  course,  when  the  cloves  now 
accumulated  in  Zanzibar  are  exported.  With  regard  to  the 
third  part  of  the  question,  the  Resident  is  at  any  time  open 
to  receive  for  consideration  any  suggestions  from  the  Indian 
community  in  Zanzibar,  provided  that  they  are  compatible 


South  African  News 

A  conviction  quashed. — The  Supreme  Court  of  Pretoria 
has  set  aside  a  conviction  by  a  magistrate's  court  against  Mr. 
S.  Levin,  Brakpan,  on  a  charge  that  he  kept  or  suffered  to  be 
kept  a  pharmacy  otherwise  than  under  his  own  immediate 
supervision  and  control,  or  that  of  some  other  chemist  and 
druggist.  Mr.  Levin,  who  personally  conducted  a  pharmacy 
at  Modder  Road,  Brakpan,  also  owned  a  pharmacy  at  517 
Prince  George  Avenue,  Brakpan.  He  was  convicted  in  respect 
of  the  latter,  for  which  he  took  out  an  apothecary's  licence  on 
January  25,  1937.  The  business  was  conducted  by  a  Mr. 
Tanchel,  a  qualified  chemist,  whose  name  appeared  on  the  out- 
side of  the  premises,  which  bore  the  sign  "  Simms  Pharmacy." 
On  April  15,  Mr.  Tanchel  left  the  employ  of  Mr.  Levin  and  on 
the  following  day  a  Mr.  Joffe,  an  unqualified  person,  took 
charge.  The  magistrate  accepted  the  evidence  of  Mr.  Levin 
and  of  Mr.  Joffe  that  on  the  departure  of  Mr.  Tanchel  Mr. 
Levin  locked  up  the  habit-forming  drugs  in  a  cupboard  on 
the  premises,  removed  the  measuring  appliances  used  for 
making  up  prescriptions,  and  gave  Mr.  Joffe  instructions  that 
he  was  not  to  sell  any  article  containing  a  poison  the  sale  of 
which  was  restricted  to  pharmacists. 

Mr.  Joffe  stated  in  evidence  that  he  refused  to  make  up  any 
prescriptions  and  that  he  obeyed  Mr.  Levin's  instructions. 
The  Judge-President  inferred  from  the  magistrate's  reasons 
that  he  accepted  this  evidence.  On  May  27  an  inspector  of 
the  Public  Health  Department  visited  the  premises  where  he 
found  Mr.  Joffe.  The  inspector  saw  no  sales  effected,  but  on 
inspection  of  the  shelves  he  found  among  other  articles  three 
bottles  of  lysol  and  certain  patent  medicines  of  which  twenty 
bottles  contained  Division  II  poisons.  The  contention  on  be- 
half of  Mr.  Levin  was  that  after  the  qualified  chemist  left  no 
act  specially  pertaining  to  the  calling  of  a  chemist  and  druggist 
was  performed  on  the  premises.  The  Judge-President  said  that 
the  ihagistrate  gave  no  finding  on  the  question  of  fact  whether 
after  April  15  any  sale  took  place  of  an  article  such  as  a  poison 
included  in  Division  II  of  the  Act  under  which  the  charge 
was  brought.     There   was  no  direct  evidence   of  an  actual 


with  the  maintenance  of  the  present  system  of  marketing 
cloves  which  was  introduced,  after  the  fuUest  consideration,  to 
protect  the  interests  of  the  native  growers. 

Silicosis 

Mr.  James  Griffiths  on  December  21  asked  tlie  Chancellor  of 
the  Duchy  of  Lancaster,  as  representing  the  Lord  President  of 
the  Council,  whether  he  is  aware  that  an  investigation  has 
been  conducted  by  a  group  of  scientists  at  the  Mclntyre  mine, 
Ontario,  Canada,  into  the  possibility  of  the  prevention  of 
silicosis  by  the  admixture  of  metallic  aluminium  with  silica 
dust  ;  and,  in  view  of  the  claims  made  that  the  initial  experi- 
ments reveal  possibilities  of  successful  prevention,  whether  he 
will  undertake  to  have  these  experiments  studied  by  his 
expert  advisers  and  consider  the  possibility  of  conducting 
similar  experiments  in  this  country. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Duchy  of  Lancaster  (Earl  Winter- 
ton)  :  The  progress  of  these  Canadian  investigations  is  being 
followed  with  interest  by  the  special  committee  advising  the 
Medical  Research  Council  in  this  subject,  and  some  experi- 
ments on  similar  lines  have  already  been  initiated  in  this 
country. 

Phosgene  Gas  Fatality 

Sir  J.  Withers  asked  the  Home  Secretary,  on  December  23, 
whether  his  attention  has  been  called  to  the  evidence  given  at 
an  inquest  held  at  Brighton  on  December  i,  1937,  that  a  girl 
was  killed  by  phosgene  gas  caused  by  the  use  of  a  chemical 
for  extinguishing  a  fire  at  an  engineering  works ;  and  what 
steps  he  proposes  to  take  to  prevent  similar  accidents  in 
future  ? 

Sir  S.  Hoare:  I  understand  that  the  fire  started  at  an  electric 
heater  and  that  the  extinguisher  used  was  of  a  type  particu- 
larly suitable  for  electric  fires.  ...  It  is  fairly  well  known  that 
extinguishers  of  this  type  are  liable  to  produce  poisonous 
fumes  and  that  their  use  in  confined  spaces  should,  therefore, 
be  avoided  where  possible.  .  .  . 


sale.  The  inference  that  Mr.  Levin  was  conducting  the  business 
as  a  pharmacy  could  not  be  justified  if  the  evidence  was 
accepted  that  Mr.  Joffe  obeyed  his  instructions.  The  evidence 
of  Mr.  Le\in  on  the  question  of  the  presence  of  the  Division 
II  poisons  was  in  the  Judge-President's  opinion  unsatisfactory. 
When  cross-examined  on  the  presence  of  the  Division  II 
poisons  so  long  after  April  15,  he  had  given  the  answer  that 
the  Division  II  poisons  were  numerous  and  that  it  took  him 
some  time  to  move  them.  On  the  magistrate's  findings  the  Court 
could  not  support  the  allegation  that  after  April  15  any  act 
or  acts  specially  pertaining  to  the  calling  of  a  chemist  were 
performed  on  the  premises. 


Indian  Notes 

Investigations  carried  out  in  the  Madras  Presidency  have 
shown  that  it  is  possible  to  make  excellent  malt  and  malt  foods 
out  of  cholam.  Cholam  is  soaked  for  a  day  in  pure  drinking 
water  which  has  to  be  changed  at  least  four  times  to  allow 
proper  aeration  of  the  seed.  The  grain  is  allowed  to  sprout  in 
a  cool  place  in  a  room  for  three  or  four  days  until  the  rootlets 
are  about  |  in.  long.  After  drying  in  the  sun,  the  husk  and 
sprouts  are  carefully  removed  by  pounding  in  a  wooden  mortar. 
The  husked,  unbroken  grain  is  gently  roasted  in  a  roaster  or 
frying-pan  till  a  characteristic  aroma  is  given  out.  This  treated 
grain  can  be  crushed  and  sifted  to  a  fine  flour.

D.  N.  Majumdar,  Lecturer,  Department  of  Pharmaceutics, 
B.H.U. ,  and  Mr  Kamta  Prasad  (Secrol  Dispen.sary,  Benares 
Cantonment)  ;  Treasurer,  Mr.  N.  K.  Basu  (assistant  profes- 
sor of  Phannaceutics,  B.H.U.). 
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Cosmetic  Oils 

FOR  the  nourishment  of  the  skin  perhaps  the  oil  most 
frequently  employed  in  the  past  was  almond  oil,  usually 
in  the  form  of  nourishing,  skin  or  cold  creams.  Largely 
on  account  of  price,  peach-  and  apricot-kernel  oils  have  in  some 
measure  replaced  almond  oil  in  cosmetics,  and  for  practical 
purposes  may  be  regarded  as  identical  with  it.  Of  the  more 
modem  nourishing  oils,  avocado  pear,  grape-seed,  tea-seed  and 
turtle  are  now  extremely  popular,  and,  with  the  possible  excep- 
tion of  the  last  mentioned,  which  is  very  astringent,  may  re- 
place with  advantage  part  of  the  oily  ingredients  in  any  cold 
cream  formula. 

Avocado  Pear  Oil 

Obtained  from  the  fruit  of  Persea  gralissinia,  a  native  of 
tropical  America,  this  oil  is  generally  prepared  from  fruit  which 
has  been  rendered  unsaleable  as  fresh,  by  scarring  or  other 
means.  Avocado  pear  oil  is  green  by  transmitted  light,  and 
while  it  is  possible  to  bleach  the  oil,  this  is  not  usually  done 
because  of  the  cost.  The  colour  should  be  taken  into  considera- 
tion when  modifying  an  existing  formula,  as  about  20  per  cent, 
of  the  oil  is  required  for  the  resulting  cream  to  exhibit  the  effect 
of  it  when  applied  to  the  skin.  Avocado  oil  is  readily  absorbed, 
and  is  said  to  contain  vitamins  A,  D  and  E,  although  some 
doubt  has  been  cast  upon  this  claim.  It  is  commonly  believed 
to  possess  stimulating  properties,  which  may  in  part  be 
due  to  the  contained  lecithin  and  phytosterol.  In  the  adoption 
of  a  cream  formula  it  is  advisable  to  melt  all  the  fatty  in- 
gredients at  the  minimum  working  temperature  and  add  the 
avocado  oil  just  prior  to  the  formation  of  the  emulsion. 

Grape-seed  Oil 

This  oil  is  obtained  from  the  seeds  of  muscat  grapes,  which 
contain  about  15  per  cent,  of  oil  having  a  specific  gravity 
around  0.919.  Grape-  or  raisin-seed  oil  is  of  similar  composi- 
tion, so  far  as  the  glycerides  of  the  fatty  acids  are  concerned, 
to  avocado  oil  and  consists  of  ihe  glycerides  of  oleic,  linolic, 
palmitic,  stearic  and  erucic  acids.  The  second  of  these  acids 
is  of  interest  because  of  its  relation  to  "  vitamin  F."  Grape- 
seed  oil  is  almost  odourless  and  is  characterised  by  its  excellent 
keeping  qualities  and  resistance  to  oxidation.  Special  precau- 
tions are  not  necessary  when  preparing  creams  containing  this 
oil.  Formulas  for  cleansing  cream,  hand  lotion,  tissue  cream 
and  brushless  shaving  cream  were  published  in  the  C .  &'  D . 
Special  Issue  (June  26,  1937),  p.  723. 

Tea-seed  Oil 

The  seeds  commercially  available  for  this  oil  are  obtained 
from  plants  cultivated  solely  for  the  oil  content  of  the  seeds, 
and  not  for  the  leaves.  Tea-seed  oil  is  pale  yellow  in  colour, 
almost  tasteless  and  odourless,  and  it  has  similar  physical  and 
chemical  characteristics  to  olive  oil.  The  crude  oil  contains  a 
saponin  which  is  removed  by  refining.  It  may  be  used  in 
creams  and  other  cosmetics  to  replace  almond  and  similar 
\-egetable  oils. 

Turtle  Oil 

Turtle  oil  is  now  used  extensively  in  cosmetics.  It  is  ob- 
tained from  the  muscles  and  certain  glands  of  the  giant  sea 
turtle,  located  chiefly  in  Mexico.  Raw  turtle  oil  has  a  foul 
smell,  but  a  fine  deodorised  product  is  now  available.  Turtle 
oil  is  a  strong  astringent  and  is  readily  absorbed  by  the  human 
skin.  It  has  been  said  to  contain  vitamins,  but  no  proof  seems 
to  be  forthcoming.  Nevertheless,  turtle  oil  is  an  exceptionally 
fine  skin  nourisher  and  may  be  applied  in  its  natural,  but 
deodorised,  state  for  oily  skins.  At  least  20  per  cent,  of  pure 
turtle  oil  is  necessary  in  a  cream  for  its  beneficial  action  to 
be  exerted.  A  cold  cream  or  skin  food  formula  containing 
turtle  oil  and  peach-kernel  oil  has  been  shown  not  to  go  rancid 
over  quite  long  periods,  while  it  may  be  readily  mixed  into  an 
emulsion  containing  an  animal  or  fish  oil.  The  other  in- 
gredients of  a  cream  should  be  mixed  with  the  turtle  oil  at  the 
lowest  possible  temperature  (about  80°  F.)  and  emulsification 
started  or  completed,  as  the  case  may  be.

Advertisement  Display 

Advertisement  display  includes  the  headmgs,  sub-headings, 
illustrations,  text  and  borders  that  go  to  make  up  the  com- 
pleted advertisement.  An  accepted  principle  of  advertising 
is  that  "  all  display  is  no  display."  A  combination  of  large 
type,  prominent  illustrations  and  heavy  borders  in  one  adver- 
tisement is  difficult  to  decipher,  even  when  carefully  arranged. 
The  most  effective  display  is  secured  by  means  of  contrast, 
which  means  chiefly  contrast  of  sizes,  not  styles.  Ordinarily, 
headings  should  be  set  in  large  type.  A  good  rule  is  to  choose 
the  largest  size  possible  cons.stent  with  the  length  of  the  head- 
ing and  the  proportions  of  the  advertisement,  but  not  at  the 
cost  of  making  it  top-heavy.  Bold  type  will  contrast  with  the 
smaller  light-faced  type  used  in  the  body  of  the  advertisement. 
Capital  letters  should  be  sparingly  used.  They  are  usually 
more  difficult  to  read  than  "  lower-case  "  letters,  and  the 
aim  is  to  make  the  advertisement  as  easy  to  read  as  possible. 
In  general,  double  or  triple  display  lines  are  to  be  avoided. 
Two  lines  of  capital  letters  set  together  are  a  hindrance  to 
getting  the  advertisement  read.  This  fault  is  avoided  if  the 
rule  of  keeping  headlines  as  short  as  possible  without  sacrificing 
clearness  is  followed.  For  all  "  display  "  lines  (headings  and 
sub-headings)  the  same  type  face  should  be  chosen.  This 
makes  for  unity  and  adds  much  to  tlie  general  appearance  of 
the  advertisement.  There  are  hundreds  of  different  type  faces, 
but  they  can  all  be  classified  into  two  or  three  groups,  of 
which  the  most  important  are,  for  present  purposes.  Old  Style 
and  Gothic  or  Sans-serif.  It  is  a  fairly  safe  rule  to  choose 
one  face  and  use  it  throughout  the  advertisement,  employing 
various  sizes  as  necessary.  Sans-serif  faces  require  to  be 
cautiously  used.  They  may  be  regarded  as  the  "  big  guns  "  of 
type,  to  be  used  accordingly.  When  in  doubt,  specify  an 
Old  Style  face.  White  space  is  to  be  looked  upon  as  an 
integral  part  of  the  advertisement.  It  should  be  used  freely, 
but  concentrated,  not  scattered.  The  fact  that  space  is  paid 
for  is  no  reason  for  filling  it  with  words,  a  policy  which 
results  in  congestion  in  just  the  same  way  as  a  street  jammed 
with  traffic  is  congested.  The  reader's  cautious  eye,  like  the 
sane  driver,  will  select  another  route.  White  space,  intelli- 
gently used,  will  set  off  the  headings,  sub-headings  and  copy 
effectively.  Similarly,  the  main  heading  should  be  placed  a 
little  below  the  top  of  the  advertisement.  It  will  be  more 
effective  with  some  white  space  above  it.  The  various  display 
lines  should  be  balanced.  A  good  way  to  secure  this  is  to 
imagine  a  geometrical  design  filling  the  space — a  triangle,  a 
circle,  a  triangle  imposed  upon  a  circle,  etc. — and  then  to 
place  the  display  lines  at  the  corners,  at  the  important  crossing 
points  or  in  the  principal  open  space,  with  suitable  copy 
beneath  each  display  line.  While  this  method  never  fails  to 
secure  perfectly  balanced  displays,  if  carried  too  far  it  may 
lead  to  monotony.  In  other  words,  the  advertiser  who  has 
perfected  himself  in  this  method  may  discard  it  and  strike 
out  on  his  own  initiative.  Ornaments  should  be  excluded. 
Those  little  stars,  flowers,  squares,  crosses  and  flags  so  beloved 
of  printers  at  one  time  are  out  of-  place.  Meaningless  them- 
selves, they  clutter  up  white  space  which  might  otherwise  be 
used  to  give  effective  contrast.

THE  accompanying  illustrations  show  exterior  and  in- 
terior views  ot  a  pharmacy  recently  completed  for 
Hedges  (Chemists),  Ltd.,  at  Six  Ways,  Aston,  by 
Craftinwood,  Ltd.,  Birmingham.  Considerable  skill  was  called 
for  in  the  construction  of  the  shopfront,  which  occupies  a  con- 
spicuous corner  site,  for  there  are  four  awkwardly  placed 
columns  supporting  the  superstructure.  These  were  success- 
fully incorporated  into  the  design  by  so  placing  the  entrances 
that  a  column  came  on  each  side  and  could  thus  be  efiectivel}' 
concealed  by  the  bronze  architraves  framing  the  approach  to 
each  lobby.  A  small  window  was  introduced  behind  each 
column,  so  that  the  doors  are  flanked  by  displays,  and  these, 
with  the  three  main  windows,  each  divided  into  two  portions, 
enable  ten  separate  displays  to  be  shown  simultaneously. 


boxes  are  fitted  beneath  the  facia,  and  the  blind  is  supported 
on  collapsible  trellis-type  arms. 

On  a  well-des.gned  shopfront  of  this  description,  which  bears 
evidence  of  good  craftsmanship,  it  is,  in  the  writer's  opinion, 
to  be  regretted  that  coloured  lenses  arc  used  over  the  entrances 
instead  of  carboys,  for  which,  even  though  illuminated  from  the 
back,  they  are  an  inadequate  substitute,  for  they  have  little 
or  no  significance  as  a  symbol  of  pharmacy.  Another,  but 
much  lesy  important,  criticism,  is  the  unnecessary  repetition  of 
the  name,  which  appears  no  fewer  than  eleven  times.  The 
excess  of  lettering  tends  to  detract  from  the  quality  of  the 
design.  Although  conventionality  has  been  avoided  in  the  plan 
and  design  of  the  interior,  the  characteristics  of  pharmacy  have 
been  preserved  (though,  here  again,  one  deplores  the  absence 
of  carboys).  A  light  oak  relieved  by  coloured  bands 
has  been  chosen,  and  counters  and  cases  have  recessed 
ebonised  plinths.  Particularly  noteworthy  features 
are :  — 

1.  The  effective  utilisation  of  the  column  for 
display  by  means  of  a  series  of  circular  shelves 
illuminated  by  lamps  concealed  in  a  circular 
canopy. 

2.  The  centre  island  unit  embodying  a  glass- 
fronted  sponge  bin  below,  and  a  fiat  showcase 
above. 

3.  The  introduction  of  mirrors  on  the  window 
backs  to  relieve  the  expanse  of  long  wood  panelling. 

Artificial  light  is  provided  from  suspended  balloon- 
type  enclosing  globes. 


The  front  is  carried  out  in  a  pleasant  com- 
bination of  granite,  marble,  and  opaque  glass. 
Black  marble  is  used  for  the  risers,  surmounted 
by  a  band  of  buff  coloured  opaque  glass,  relieved 
by  name  plates  which  incorporate  grilles  for  the 
ventilation  of  the  windows.  Bufi-coloured  opaque 
glass  is  also  used  for  the  facia  panels,  which 
carry  dark  brown  letters  with  a  vermilion  border 
fired  into  outlines  sandblasted  into  the  glass. 
These  panels  have  surrounds  of  dark  brown 
granite.  Window  frames  and  ribbed  transom 
are  of  bronze,  and  the  lower  portion  of  the  over- 
transom  glazing,  obscured  and  embossed  with 
appropriate  lettering,  serves  to  conceal  window 
lighting  fittings,  while  the  upper  portion  left 
clear  lets  daylight   into  the  shop.  Sunblind

has  been  added  that  is  virtually  a  three-ply  glazing.  The 
central  lamina  consists  of  glass  threads  arranged  in  a  flat  and 
even  manner,  and  having  on  either  side  sheets  of  clear  glass. 
The  centre  is  porous,  but  the  edges  are  hermetically  sealed. 
An  example  of  the  use  of  this  glass  for  the  over-transom 
portion  of  a  shop-front  is  shown  in  the  accompanying  illustra- 
tion. It  has  the  advantage  of  other  light-diffusing  glasses 
that  it  has  no  rough  surfaces  (as  produced  by  grinding,  sand- 
blasting or  acid-embossing)  to  collect  dirt  and  thus  affect 
both  its  appearance  and  light-diffusing  qualities.  The  trans- 
parent glass  threads  can  be  used  to  make  light-volume  control 
possible,  by  adjusting  them  according  to  the  requirements  of 
the  principal  light-distributing  factors:  diffusion,  refraction 
and  reflection.  Another  quality  it  possesses  is  heat-insulation, 
the  porousness  of  the  central  lamina  giving  it  a  very  low 
co-efficient  of  thermal  conductivity.  It  thus  permits  the 
maximum  infiltration  of  daylight,  while  providing  adequate 
protection  from  the  heat  of  the  sun  and  the  fading;  effects  of 
strong  sun  rays.     The  glass  is  known  as  Thermolux. 

Stencils  for  tubular  lamps. — Changeable  transparent 
stencils  carrying  any  desired  wording  in  standard  colours  are 
now  obtainable  for  clipping  over  "  architectural  "  tube  lamps 
in  the  12-in.  lengths.  The  stencils  are  issued  by  General 
Electric  Co.,  Ltd.,  Magnet  House,  Kingsway,  London,  W.C.2.

Board  of  Examiners  for  Scotland 

The  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  for  Scotland  for 
the  year  1937  includes  the  following  passages:  — 

Preliminary  Scientific  Examination 

Botany. — Candidates  under  the  new  regulations  show  a 
definite  improvement  over  candidates  in  previous  years  under 
the  old  regulations.  Candidates  are  better  prepared,  the  num- 
ber passing  is  higher,  a  greater  proportion  of  those  passing  do 
so  with  a  better  margin  of  marks  over  the  pass  level,  and  there 
are  fewer  candidates  earning  only  a  very  few  marks. 

Chemistry. — Many  candidates  write  excellent  theoretical 
papers,  but  a  lack  of  ingenuity  in  applying  their  knowledge 
rather  than  to  reproduce  a  "  stock  "  answer  is  apparent  in 
many  cases.  The  most  striking  feature  of  the  examinations  is 
the  high  proportion  of  weak  candidates  presenting  themselves. 

Physics. — In  the  case  of  candidates  presenting  themselves 
under  the  new  regulations  at  the  July  examination,  there  is  a 
marked  improvement.  The  carelessness  shown  by  many  in 
working  out  numerical  problems  calls  for  comment.  In  the 
practical  examination,  there  is  still  a  tendency  for  candidates 
to  sacrifice  accuracy  in  their  haste  to  reach  a  result. 

Zoology. — Considering  that  zoology  is  making  a  first  appear- 
ance along  with  botany  as  part  of  the  subject  of  biology,  the 
standard  attained  is  creditable.  On  the  whole,  the  written 
part  of  the  examination  is  more  satisfactory  than  the  practical. 

Chemist  and  Druggist  Qualifying  Examination 
Pharmacognosy. — In  the  written  examination,  questions 
might  be  considerably  better  answered  and  more  detail  given. 
Practical  notebooks  indicate  excellent  work  in  some  schools. 
In  others,  however,  the  work  seems  to  be  carelessly  and  im- 
perfectly done,  with  no  properly  annotated  sketches,  and  the 
names  of  well-known  drugs  incorrectly  spelled,  and  these  defects 
not  noted  by  the  teacher. 

Pharmaceutics. — In  written  work  there  is  a  lack  of  detail  in 
answering  questions  relating  to  the  preparation  of  galenicals, 
whilst,  on  the  other  hand,  monotonous  detail  is  given  to  un- 
important points.  Questions  on  antitoxins,  etc.,  have  been 
better  answered  as  the  year  progressed.  Candidates  show  a 
very  limited  knowledge  of  surgical  dressings.  In  practical 
work  a  grave  defect  is  failure  in  arithmetic.  The  simplest 
calculations  are  frequently  wrong.  Dispensing  work  is  fairly 
good,  but  there  is  a  general  lack  of  method. 

Pharmaceutical  Chemistry. — In  the  written  examination  can- 
didates display  general  weakness  in  knowledge  of  methods  of 
preparing  and  purifying  the  inorganic  substances  of  the  Phar- 
macopceia.  There  is  observed  a  tendency  to  avoid  questions 
requiring  a  knowledge  of  inorganic  chemistry  and  to  choose 
those  dealing  with  organic  chemistry.  The  latter  are  well 
answered,  but  in  some  cases  knowledge  of  the  practical  details 
of  the  preparation  of  simple  organic  compounds  is  weak  and  it 
is  clear  that  the  candidates  have  not  actually  made  the  pre- 
parations. This  is  very  noticeable  in  the  choice  of  apparatus. 
In  the  practical  examination  it  is  evident  that  sufficient  atten- 
tion has  not  been  paid  to  training  in  the  use  of  the  chemical 
balance.  In  the  examination  of  unknown  substances,  there 
is  a  tendency  to  apply  spot  tests  in  a  haphazard  manner  with 
a  lack  of  systematic  procedure.  The  technique  in  volumetric 
analysis  is  reasonably  good,  but  much  work  is  spoiled  by  faulty 
arithmetic. 

Physiology. — The  standard  of  answering  is  very  satisfactory, 
and  evidently  the  candidates  as  a  whole  are  well  taught  and 
they  exhibit  an  intelligent  grasp  of  the  subject.  There  is  still, 
however,  a  great  tendency  to  introduce  much  irrelevant  matter 
which  must  consume  much  time  and  for  which  no  marks  can  be 
given. 

Forensic  Pharmacy. — The  general  standard  is  satisfactory. 
Such  important  items  as  Dangerous  Drugs  Acts  and  Poisons 
Rules  and  Schedules  are  well  understood.  These  relatively  good 
results  are  probably  due  to  the  restricted  nature  of  the  know- 
ledge required.  The  only  criticism  is  a  certain  vagueness  and 
tendency  to  over-elaboration  in  the  answers. 

Pharmaceutical  Chemist  Qualifying  Examination 

Pharmacognosy  .—In  the  written  examinations  the  answers 
are,  on  the  whole,  satisfactory,  but  candidates  might  be  ex- 


pected to  give  more  detail  in  dealing  with  the  constituents  of 
drugs.    The  practical  work  is  good. 

Pharryiaceutics. — The  written  papers  indicate  that  candidates 
are  well  versed  in  the  modern  developments  of  pharmacy  in- 
cluded in  pharmaceutics,  paper  I.  The  written  papers  on 
pharmaceutics,  paper  II,  are  not  quite  so  well  done.  There  is 
evident  in  both  instances  a  tendency  to  be  better  acquainted 
with  the  newer  line  of  pharmaceutical  work  than  with  the  less 
modern  everyday  work  of  pharmacy.  In  the  practical  examina- 
tion the  galenical  work,  on  the  whole,  is  satisfactory.  Prac- 
tical dispensing  is  undoubtedly  the  weak  point  with  those  who 
are  required  to  take  pharmaceutics  in  all  its  sections.  In  applied 
bacteriology  most  of  the  candidates  show  a  good  working 
familiarity  with  the  technique  of  antisepsis  and  asepsis,  and 
some  are  particularly  tidy  in  their  methods.  The  average 
standard  of  attainment  is  satisfactory.  A  few  of  the  candidates 
are  not  sufficiently  aware  of  the  scrupulous  care  which  must 
be  observed  at  every  step  of  the  proceedings,  and  the  subse- 
quent checking  of  their  products  for  sterility  shows  several  to 
be  contaminated,  some  to  a  marked  degree. 

Physiology . — The  standard  attained  in  both  written  and 
practical  work  is  satisfactory,  the  latter  being  less  efficient 
than  the  former.  There  is  evidence  that  this  is  due  to  a  lack 
of  scope  in  the  teaching  of  certain  schools.  A  scrutiny  of  the 
laboratory  notebooks  of  candidates  indicates  that  the  teaching 
in  some  schools  is  not  up  to  the  required  standard. 

Pharmaceutical  Chemistry. — Good  attempts  are  made  to 
answer  the  questions  in  the  theoretical  papers,  usually  with 
most  success  in  the  questions  on  organic  chemistry.  It  should 
be  noted,  however,  that  good  marks  cannot  be  obtained  unless 
the  questions  on  inorganic  and  physical  chemistry  are  also 
attempted.  In  the  practical  examination  it  is  observed  that 
candidates  appear,  probably  quite  naturally,  to  attack  first 
those  questions  of  direct  pharmaceutical  interest,  with  the 
result  that  in  some  cases  insufficient  time  is  left  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  exercise  on  qualitative  analysis. 

Forensic  Pharmacy . — Candidates,  almost  without  exception, 
show  a  good  working  knowledge  of  the  new  conditions  imposed 
on  pharmacists  under  recent  legislation. 

Report  on  Registrations 

The  Education  Committee  has  issued  a  lengthy  report  dealing 
with  the  number  of  persons  entering  pharmacy,  the  number 
of  qualifications  and  of  deaths.  It  states  that  the  ratio  of 
pharmacists  to  population  has  decreased  from  1:2,841  in  1911 
to  1:2,307  in  1921  and  to  1:2,031  in  1931.  The  following 
table  is  of  interest :  —

Printing  on  curved  surfaces.- — On  many  articles,  such  as 
plastic  bottle-caps  and  convex-surfaced  tins,  it  is  impossible 
to  fix  a  label.  These  spaces  may  have  to  be  wasted  from 
an  advertising  point  of  view  without  the  use  of  a  small 
printing  machine  which  has  been  designed  for  just  such 
awkward  surfaces.  The  machine,  which  is  called  a  Printall, 
is  similar  in  principle  to  an  ordinary  small  printing 
machine,  but  the  platen  (the  flat  metal  plate  which  presses  the 
paper  against  the  type)  is  replaced  by  a  pad  of  resilient  com- 


position which  itself  receives  the  type  impression.  The  article 
to  be  printed  is  then  pressed  into  or  rolled  over  the  pad  and 
the  impression  is  "  offset"  on  to  the  article.  Specially  shaped 
pads  are  available  for  particular  articles.  A  disadvantage  is 
that  ordinary  type  cannot  be  used,  but  the  makers  themselves 
issue  special  reversed  type.  The  machine  has  been  effectively 
used  by  pharmacists  for  ointment  pots,  collapsible  tubes,  etc. 
Further  particulars  are  obtainable  from  the  manufacturers :

Illuminated  stand  for  coloured  liquids. — One  of  the 
most  attractive  methods  of  displaying  liquid  preparations  such 
as  glycerin  of  thymol,  of  which  the  colour  is  a  distinct  factor 


in  selling,  is  by  illuminating  the  contents  from  behind.  The 
diagram  gives  a  good  impression  of  an  actual  example  of  such  a 
stand  seen  in  a  London  chemist's  window.  The  shelves  them- 
selves are  of  ply- 


wood  or  thin 
board,  cut  to  a 
semi-circle  (marked 
out  by  means  of 
pencil  and  string 
fixed  at  the  dia- 
meter), while  the 
risers  are  of  Celas- 
toid,  a  white,  trans- 
lucent  material 
stiS  enough  to  pre- 
sent a  firm  front. 
This  was  fixed  to 
wooden  blocks  at  various  points  in  the  semi-circles.  The  lowest 
riser  is  of  cardboard,  to  give  an  illusion  of  solidity,  and  all  the 
opaque  parts  are  painted  an  attractive  colour.  The  smaller 
diagram  represents  a  cross  section  of  the  stand. 

Illuminated  sign  for  pastilles. — The  properties  of  clear 
(not  crystallised)  pastilles  render  them  suitable  for  a  special 
type  of  illuminated  sign.  Essentially,  this  consists  of  a  box  of 
suitable  size,  fitted  internally  with  a  tubular  lamp  and  white 
card  reflector,  and  having  one  glass  side  on  which  the  word 


"  Pastilles  "  is  made  up  by  actually  wetting  them  and  causing 
them  to  adhere  to  the  glass.    A  refinement  is  to  black  out  the 


whole  of  the  glass  except  those  small  parts  occupied  by  the 
pastilles.    This  could  readily  be  done  with  opaque  paper. 

Battery-operated  turntable. — Illustrated  is  a  neat  little 
turntable,  diameter  4  in.,  height  2|  in.,  in  black  plastic 
material.  The  turntable  is  driven  entirely  by  an  ordinary  flat 
pocket-lamp  battery  (shown  in  position  in  base  of  apparatus). 


It  is  claimed  that  one  battery  will  keep  the  disc  in  rotation  con- 
tinuously for  a  period  of  two  months.  The  table  will  actually 
support  a  weight  of  7  lb.  If  desired,  a  special  mirrored  top 
with  mirror-prism  sides  can  be  obtained  from  the  suppliers, 
J.  C.  King,  Ltd.,  42  Goswell  Road,  London,  E.C.i. 

Resin-impregnated  wood. — Arecent  development  in  plastics 
is  the  impregnation  of  plywoods  and  veneers  with  synthetic 
resinous  materials.  Apart  from  aircraft  and  boat  construction, 
the  chief  application  of  this  material  at  present  is  in  the 
manufacture  of  barrels.  A  mechanically  moulded  mass- 
produced  barrel  of  true  barrel  shape  has  the  advantage  over 
the  older,  staved  barrel  that  it  weighs  less  than  half  as  much. 
It  is,  moreover,  completely  watertight,  strong,  and  capable  of 
holding  acidic  liquids.  The  process  of  making  consists  of  spray- 
ing sheets  of  veneer  with  Jic  (Jones's  Impregnating  Cement), 
and  shaping.    No  steaming  or  heating  is  required  to  render 


the  material  water-tight,  and  the  finished  barrels  may  be  left 
for  indefinite  periods  unaffected  by  adverse  weather  conditions. 
The  process  is  operated  by  Halila,  Ltd.,  Slough.

Since  the  coming  into  force  of  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons 
Act,  1933,  and  the  Poisons  Rules,  quite  a  number  of 
modifications  have  occurred  in  poisons  legislation.  When 
one  recalls  the  interest  aroused  by  even  a  minor  alteration 
in  the  Poisons  Schedule  operative  before  that  date  it  is 
remarkable  that  recent  changes  should  have  passed  almost 
without  comment.  Not  that  the  alterations  in  themselves 
are  so  drastic;  in  fact,  many  of  them  are  of  a  regularising 
nature,  but,  as  was  pointed  out  by  the  Poisons  Board,  any 
change  in  the  specification  of  substances  and  in  the 
restrictions  imposed  on  them  affects  "  not  only  the  practice 
of  medicine  and  pharmacy  but  also  several  branches  of 
industry,  commerce,  agriculture  and  horticulture."  The 
amendments  of- the  law  which  have  taken  place  since  the 
C.  &•  D.  Poisons  Guide  was  issued  in  1936  have  been 
published  in  the  C.  &■  D.  as  they  occurred  and  may  be 
summarised  as  follows :  the  Poisons  (Colouring)  Rules, 
1936;  the  Poisons  (Amendment)  Rules,  1937;  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Regulations,  1937;  and  various  other 
Statutory  Rules  and  Orders.  Among  the  articles  affected 
are  codeine,  preparations  exempted  from  the  D.D.A., 
hydrocyanic  acid  and  oxalates.  It  is  nearly  two  years 
since  the  C.  6-  D.  Poisons  Guide  was  first  introduced  and, 
at  that  time,  we  suggested  it  would  stand  as  a  model 
handbook,  a  prediction  which  has  been  amply  fulfilled. 
The  object  of  the  Guide  was  to  provide  a  complete  manual 
in  regard  to  the  classification,  labelling  and  supplying  of 
poisons,  for  it  is  only  after  the  status  of  each  individual 
poison  has  been  worked  out  that  it  is  possible  to  ascertain 
the  method  of  labelling,  the  type  of  container  and  how  it 
can  be  supplied.  All  these  problems  are  solved  in  the 
Extended  List  by  a  simple  system  of  letters,  numbers  and 
type.  In  view  of  the  cumulative  effect  resulting  from  these 
changes  a  new  edition  of  the  Guide  has  become  a  necessity, 
the  old  one  having  been  rendered  in  many  respects  out 
of  date.  The  new  edition  contains  twelve  additional  pages, 
and  includes  the  latest  changes  up  to  Dec.  31,  1937.  thus 


making  it  the  only  up  to  date  guide  available.  The 
number  of  items  in  the  Extended  List  has  been  increased 
by  some  500,  in  addition  to  including  in  the  section  the 
changes  brought  about  by  the  B.P.  Addendum.  The 
extra  pages  have  provided  space  for  articles  on  "  Poisons 
Control  "  "  Veterinary  Medicines,"  "  Wholesale  Dealing  in 
Poisons,"  Characters  and  Containers  for  Poisons,  and 
"A  Poisons  Labelling  System";  while  the  "Glossary" 
has  been  extended  and  improved  as  experience  has  shown 
necessary.  The  intricacies  of  the  modern  legislation  have 
rendered  it  almost  impossible  to  say  how  a  poison  can  be 
supplied,  packed  and  labelled  correctly,  either  by  a  retailer, 
wholesaler  or  manufacturer — -without  consulting  the 
Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933,  the  Poisons  List,  the 
Poisons  Rules,  and  either  the  B.P.  or  the  B.P.C.  or  a 
chemical  text-book.  Whoever  overcomes  the  first  three 
has  performed  no  mean  feat  of  mental  gymnastics.  The

World  Mineral  Industries

Institute.  Not  only  are  details  of  production  of  the  well- 
known  world  sources  given  but  those  of  countries  where 
production  has  not  been  long  established  and  the  outputs 
are  as  yet  of  little  importance  are  included.

Marine  Insurance  to  be  Restricted 

Lloyd's  underwriters  and  the  English  marine  insurance  com- 
panies have  decided  that  all  losses  due  to  war  damage  on  land 
must  be  borne  by  the  owners  of  the  property,  and  that  only 
goods  in  transit  on  the  high  seas  will  be  insured  against  such 
risks.  Under  an  agreement  which  will  come  into  force  on 
February  i,  cover  against  war  risks  to  goods  in  warehouses 
and  while  in  transit  on  shore,  or  between  ship  and  shore,  will  be 
withdrawn  from  all  marine  policies.  The  reason  for  this 
action,  given  in  an  of&cial  announcement,  is  that:  — 

Under  modem  conditions  of  warfare  such  widespread 
destruction  of  property  is  possible  that  the  accumulated 
cargo  values  at  certain  ports  would  create  liabilities  which 
even  the  whole  marine  insurance  market  might  well  be 
unable  to  meet. 

At  an  international  conference  of  underwriters  the  repre- 
sentatives of  twenty-three  foreign  marine  insurance  markets 
agreed  in  principle  to  follow  the  lead  of  the  English  market  in 
restricting  war  risk  cover  to  water-borne  goods.  Every  foreign 
underwriting  association  has  been  notified  of  the  action  taken 
by  British  underwriters,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  new^  agree- 
ment will  be  adopted  on  a  world-wide  basis.

Medicine-stamp  Duties  Inquiry. — As  we  have  already  sug- 
gested, pharmacy  appeared  to  be  on  the  defensive,  and  in  our 
view  tlie  spokesman  on  behalf  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
was  not  nearly  emphatic  enough  in  explaining  away  the  appar- 
ently fixed  idea  that  the  pharmacist  to-day  has  a  monopoly 
in  the  sale  of  poisons.  Everyone  who  has  considered  the 
situation  brought  about  by  the  coming  into  force  of  the  Phar- 
macy and  Poisons  Act,  1933,  sees  that  there  is  no  question 
of  monopoly.     [January  2.) 

Shops  (Retail  Trading  Safeguards)  Bill.- — The  introduc- 
tion of  such  a  Bill,  whatever  its  chances  may  be  of  becoming 
law,  is  a  welcome  sign  that  the  possibility  of  the  extinction 
of  retail  traders  by  the  multiple  stores  is  viewed  in  certain 
circles  at  any  rate  with  some  apprehension.    [January  9.) 

The  Society's  finance. — -It  is  reasonable  to  assume  that  be- 
fore the  three  decades  are  over  the  members  of  the  Council 
may  well  ask  themselves  what  they  propose  to  use  for  money 
to  conduct  the  affairs  of  the  Society.  .  .  .  The  progress  of  the 
Society  in  regard  to  financial  matters  appears  to  be  a  phar- 
maceutical "  Rake's  Progress,"  of  which,  unhappily,  no  one 
can  see  the  end.    [January  16.)

"old  man  of  the  sea,"  the  charter,  v/hich  has  been  employed 
to  warn  off  any  stout  hearts  who  suggested  change.  .  .  .  What 
every  chemist  looks  for  to-day  is  a  workable  policy  stripped 
of  platitudinous  aspirations  and  opinions.    [May  22.) 

President's  annual  address. — One  of  the  most  important 
statements  during  the  address  was  to  the  effect  that  a  public 
relations  officer  had  been  appointed  by  the  Council.  It  would 
have  been  a  matter  of  considerable  interest  to  have  heard  more 
of  this  surprise,  though  welcome,  appointment.  This  omission 
will,  however,  no  doubt  be  rectified  in  due  course.    [May  29.) 

June 

Financial  burdens  of  pharmacy. — The  B.M.A.  conducts 
no  examinations,  it  has  no  school,  it  has  no  pharmacological 
laboratories  where  examinations  of  articles  of  commerce  are 
conducted.  It  is  accordingly  difficult  to  understand  why  the 
registered  chemist  to-day  should  have  to  contribute  to  the 
upkeep  of  such  ventures.  The  full  brunt  of  this  new  building 
must  fall  upon  future  generations  of  chemists,  and  as  stated 
above,  entrants  into  pharmacy  are  a  declining  factor.  [June  5.) 

Report  of  B.M.A.  Insurance  Acts  Committee. — The  first 
point  that  occurs  to  one  reading  this  report  is  the  splendid 
case  put  forward  on  behalf  of  the  physicians  by  their  represen- 
tatives, and  the  second  whether,  when  the  time  comes,  a 
similar  determined  action  on  behalf  of  pharmacists  will  be 
as  fully  recognised.    [June  12.) 

N.H.I,  chemists'  contracts. — If  National  Health  Insurance 
is  to  continue  and  perhaps  to  grow  in  the  scheme  of  social 
welfare,  obviously  a  strong  stand  must  be  taken  by  the  official 
representatives  of  pharmacy  to  see  that  adequate  payment  is 
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made.  The  chemist  of  to-day  has  been  jostled  out  of  so  many 
of  his  rights  that  the  time  has  come  for  him  to  insist  upon 
just  payment  for  services  well  rendered.     (June  ig.) 

C.  &•  D.  Annual  Special  Issue. — It  may  be  that  we  are 
prejudiced  in  being  proud  to  present  a  number  which  we 
imagine  continues  in  the  tradition  of  past  C.  &  D.  Special 
Issues.    (June  26.) 

July 

Prescription  Pricing. — ^With  a  definite  principle  of  pricing 
such  as  is  usually  adopted  by  medical  men  and  others,  chemists 
would  be  less  liicely  to  become  stampeded  when  their  customers 
complain  of  high  rates.  .  .  .  The  suggestion  that  there  should 
be  an  additional  charge  for  legal  risks  and  duties  now  imposed 
on  chemists  in  this  country  should  receive  careful  consideration. 
[July  17.) 

The  Delegates'  Conference. — Times  are  changing  .  .  .  and 
it  is  by  no  means  unlikely  that  the  representatives'  meetings  at 
future  conferences  will  constitute  the  most  important  section 
of  the  proceedings.    (July  24.) 

The  Pharmacist's  Status. — -The  duties  and  responsibility  of 
the  pharmacist  are  undoubtedly  well  defined  ;  when  his  status 
is  equally  defined,  the  chemist  may  have  a  better  chance  to 
achieve  a  position  in  the  community  which  will  be  a  just 
reward  for  his  arduous  and  expensive  training.    (/«Zy  31-) 

August 

Our  Number  3000. — Those  of  our  readers  who  take  a  friendly 
interest  in  our  domestic  affairs  .  .  .  will  be  pleased  to  know 
that  this  week  we  publish  our  3000th  number.    (August  7.) 

Pharmaceutical  Education. — Pharmacy  needs  a  rest  from 
tlie  over-zealous  activities  of  the  educationist.  .  .  .  We  are 
assured  by  councillors  of  the  Society  that  there  is  certainly  to 
be  a  rest  from  changes  in  the  curriculum  for  at  least  five  years. 
i.iiigust  it^.) 

"  Public  Relations." — There  is  no  attempt  in  the  brock  11  re 
[of  the  opticians]  which  has  been  issued,  to  suggest  that  there 
is  any  need  for  secrecy  in  regard  to  the  nature  of  the  adver- 
tising work  to  be  undertaken.  This  contrasts  strangely  with 
the  suggestion  recently  made  that  in  matters  pharmaceutical 
a  public  relations  officer  must  operate  anonymoush-. 
[August  21.) 

Branch  Representatives. — Judged  by  the  report  of  the  two 
branch  representatives'  meetings  held  in  connexion  with  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  .  .  .  The  voices  of  the 
branches  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  have  been  used  to 
better  advantage  this  year  than  ever  before.    (August  2S.) 

September 

Markets  and  the  Far  East. — The  markets  affected  have 
quickly  reacted  to  the  dispute  in  the  Far  East,  and  the  problem 
to  be  faced  is,  in  some  instances,  a  question  of  obtaining 
supplies  rather  than  the  price  at  which  they  may  be  obtained. 
{September  4.) 

Trade  in  Poisons. — It  has  been  estimated  that  there  are 
over  40,000  shops  in  England  and  Wales  where  poisons  may  be 
lawfully  sold  by  listed  sellers.  ...  It  is  obvious  that  the 
trade  in  poisons  in  common  use  to-day  is  a  very  considerable 
one  indeed,  and  the  question  arises  as  to  whether  chemists 
are  making  a  sufficient  effort  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  com- 
munity in  this  respect.    (September  11.) 

Pharmaceutical  Employees. — Less  than  a  score  of  pharma- 
ceutical assistants  attended  the  meeting  of  the  Association  of 
Pharmaceutical  Employees  held  at  Bloomsbury  Square  on 
September  14.  .  .  .  So  far  as  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  is 
concerned,  these  columns  are  always  open  to  pharmaceutical 
employees  no  less  than  to  employers.     (September  18.) 

Extension  of  Health  Services. — The  total  expenditure 
from  the  drug  fund  in  Scotland  during  1936  was  approximateh' 
/188.500,  compared  with  ;£i8o,47i  during  1935.  If,  as  is  to 
be  deduced  from  the  evidence,  prolongation  of  life  is  accom- 
panied by  demands  for  medical  treatment,  then,  under  the 
present  terms  of  pavment  for  chemists'  labovir,  the  outlook 
from  the  trade  point  of  view  is  far  from  promising.  (Sep- 
tember  25.) 


October 

Winter  Session  Opening. — Now  is  the  time  for  younger 
members  of  the  Council  and  aspirants  to  Council  honours  to 
take  advantage  of  their  opportunity  to  achieve  platform  and 
press  publicity  for  their  plans.  The  trade  in  general  should 
not  allow  apathy  to  thwart  future  pharmaceutical  progress  as 
did  the  pharmacists  of  a  previous  generation.    (October  2.) 

Chemists'  Veterinary  Trade. — In  these  days  .  .  .  every 
chemist  is  a  potential  veterinary  chemist,  thanks  to  the  enor- 
mous increase  in  thf  number  of  householders  keeping  animals 
as  pets.  This  applies  particularly  to  dogs.  .  .  .  Ihe  most 
recent  figures  are  those  for  the  year  1930-31,  when  the  number 
of  licences  issued  was  2,924,332.    (October  g.) 

Para-aminobenzenesulphonamide. — Popularity,  in  the  case 
of  a  new  therapeutic  agent,  is  usually  followed  by  a  caveat 
against  its  secondary  effects,  real  or  assumed.  .  .  .  The  issue 
of  tlie  "  Journal  of  the  American  Medical  Association  "  for 
Octolier  2  has  as  its  first  editorial  article  a  warning  .  .  .  based 
on  nine  reports  oC  toxic  "  manifestations."    (October  16.) 

Mr.  Parry  and  Mr.  Mallinson. — It  is  not  surprising  to  find 
that  Mr.  Moreton  Parry's  resolution  at  the  October  Council 
meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  regard  to  National 
Health  Insurance  dispensing  terms  has  provided  a  topic  for 
considerable  discussion.  .  ..  It  is  seventeen  years  since  it  was 
legally  decided  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  could  nf>t 
interest  itself  in  the  trade  side  of  pharmacy.  ...  It  would  be 
curious  now  to  find  that,  after  all,  there  is  nothing  in  the 
Charter  to  i^revent  the  Council  acting  on  behalf  of  chemists 
in  the  forthcoming  revision  of  the  contract.    (October  23.) 

Empire  Poisons  Legislation. — We  have  commented  already 
on  the  lost  poisons  trade  in  this  country  so  far  as  chemists  are 
concerned,  and  if  the  Regulations  in  various  parts  of  the 
Empire  become  so  different  and  so  intricate,  it  may  soon  be 
a  case  of  the  lost  poison  trade  where  the  wholesale  trade  is 
cnnteriieil.     (October  50.) 

November 

National  Insurance  for  Juvenile  Contributors. — A  Bill 
has  been  introduced  by  Sir  Kingsley  Wood,  Minister  of  Health, 
in  relation  to  the  National  Health  Insurance  (Juvenile  Con- 
tributors and  Young  Persons).  ...  So  far  as  .  .  .  schemes 
are  concerned  .  .  .  the  pharmacist  who  provides  the  end- 
reaction,  as  it  were,  of  the  scheme  is  entitled  to  full  pay  for 
services  rendered.    (November  6.) 

Society  and  N.P.U. — One  result  of  the  resolution  [of  Mr. 
Parry]  has  been  to  bring  forth  a  statement  from  Mr.  G.  A. 
Mallinson,  secretary  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union.  .  .  . 
He  was  bold  enough  to  declare  that  if  chemists  do  not  wish 
the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  to  continue  its  insurance 
work,  let  them  say  so  outright.    (November  15.) 

Chemists'  Confectionery. — During  the  past  decade  marked 
changes  have  occurred  in  the  confectionery  side  of  the  chemist's 
business  ;  in  fact,  it  has  developed  to  such  an  extent  as  to 
become  a  department  as  distinctive  as  the  photographic  with, 
however,  the  advantage  of  being  less  seasonal.    (November  20.) 

The  Society's  Prestige. — Suggestions  have  been  made, 
notably  by  the  President  hiinself  at  the  Western  Pharmacists' 
Association  dinner,  that  the  Society  is  now  in  a  stronger  posi- 
tion and  can  speak  witli  greater  authority.  ...  It  would  be 
difficult  to  discover  in  what  direction  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  prestige  had  operated  in  favour  of  its  members. 
(November  27.) 

December 

No  Action  Taken. — On  another  page  of  this  issue  appears 
the  announcement  that  the  N.P.U.  have  decided  to  take  no 
action  with  regard  to  the  Parry^  Subcommittee.    (December  4.) 

Public  Medical  Services. — In  the  course  of  time,  therefore, 
the  pharmacist  or  dispensing  chemist  as  he  is  to-day  may  look 
fonvard  to  the  gradual  elimination  of  private  dispensing,  and 
as  a  supplier  of  medicine  to  the  nation  he  will  find  that  his 
income  from  this  so-called  professional  side  of  his  business  is 
a  much-reduced  entit}'.     (December  11.) 

War  Risks  Insurance. — We  urge  everyone  concerned  to 
take  legal  advice  on  their  own  particular  cases,  so  that,  should 
the  necessity  ever  arise,  they  will  be  able  to  show  that 
they  have  taken  all  possible  steps  to  meet  the  position.

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Medicine 
and 
Sweetmeat 


FROM  time  immemorial  liquorice  has 
been  valued  as  a  medicine.  Records 
point  to  its  use  in  ancient  Babylon 
and  Egypt,  yet  it  has  continued  to  hold 
its   place   even   in   the  British  Pharma- 

copoeia,  1932,  when  many  traditional  medicaments  lost  their 
official  status.  Greeks  and  Romans  alike  praised  its  qualities 
in  many  writings  which  have  survived.  In  the  seventeenth 
century  the  claim  was  made  by  Thomas  Fuller  that  England 
afforded  "  the  best  in  the  world  for  some  purposes.  .  .  . 
Great  the  use  thereof  in  Physick,  it  being  found  very  pectoral 
and  soveraign  for  several  diseases.  A  stick  hereof  is  commonly 
the  spoon  prescribed  to  Patients  to  use  in  any  Linguences  or 
Loaches."  The  history  of  liquorice  as  a  confection  is  com- 
paratively modern,  though  records  show  that  Pontefract  Cakes 
were  made  and  sold  nearly  two  hundred  years  ago.  In 
recent  years  its  use  in  confectionery  has  grown  steadily  until 
to-day  liquorice  is  one  of  the  most  popular  of  sweetmeats,  not 
only  in  England  but  all  over  the  world.  No  doubt  the  explana- 
tion of  its  universal  and  centuries-old  popularity  is  to  be 
found  in  its  principal  constituent  glycyrrhizin,  a  compound 
fifty  times  as  sweet  as  sugar  and  contained  in  no  other  plant. 
The  other  main  constituents  of  the  juice  are  starch  and  sugars. 
To  modify  the  impression  that  may  be  gained  from  the  illus- 
trations that  the  root  is  obtained  from  oiiental  sources,  it  may 
be  as  well  to  state  that  these  offer  the  most 
picturesque  subject  for  illustration,  but  do 
not  represent  modern  commercial  production 
of  the  juice.  Although 
5\  the  root  is  cultivated 

in  China,  Asia  Minor,

Palestine,    Russia,    Greece  and 
other  Eastern  and  near-Eastern 
countries,  the  three  chief  centres 
of  cultivation   of  liquorice  for  extraction  of   the  juice  are 
Calabria  (Italy),  Sicily  and  Spain.    In  England,  still  the  centre 
of  the  liquorice  confectionery  trade,  the  production  of  juice 
is  negligible,  and  practically  all  the  raw  material  is  imported. 
Being  black  in  colour,  the  extract  or  block  juice  lends  itseli 
to  adulteration,  a  fact  from  which  unscrupulous  manufacturers 
have  not  failed  to  profit  in  the  past,  for  such  things  as  potato 
skins,  ground  locust  beans  and  other  similar  substances  have 
been  detected  in  block  juice  in  order  to  cheapen  it  to  compete 
against  the  pure  extract  offered  by  reputable  manufacturers. 
English  importers  have  waged  a  campaign  for  many  years 
against  this  adulteration,  and  with  a  large  measure  of  success, 
for  to-day  it  can  be  claimed  that  there  is  little  juice  offered 
on  the  market  which  is  not  of  good  quality.    From  time  to 
time    parcels    do    appear    which    are  called 
^'        "  pure  "  and  are  offered  at  a  cheap  price. 
I        but  competition  of  this  kind  quickly  dies  out 
I        because  buyers  realise  to-day  that  it  is  an 
•         uneconomical  proposition  to  buy  inferior  block 
juice.    Until  a  year  or   two  before  the  war  it 
was  almost  impossible  to  obtain  a  stick  of 
pure  liquorice  except  at  a  high  price,  and  then 
only  in  4-oz.   size.      An   English  firm  then 
popularised  the  smaller  i-oz.  and  2-oz.  sizes, 
and  later  offered  these  divisible,  so  that  single 
complete  sticks  as  small  as  |-oz.  can  now  be 
purchased  by  the  public.      The  illustrations

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Uses  of  Sulphanilamide 


DURING  the  past  few  months  we  have  given  more  than 
one  indication  of  tlie  considerable  volume  of  medical 
literature  that  has  arisen  around  sulphanilamide  (p- 
aminobenzenesulphonamide),  now  well  established  as  the 
remedy  of  choice  in  certain  ailments.  Medical  interest  in  its 
therapeutic  uses  shows  no  sign  of  abating,  as  the  December 
issue  of  "  The  Practitioner  "  is  to  a  considerable  extent  de- 
voted to  articles  on  it  ;  two  recent  issues  of  "  The  Lancet  " 
(5961,  5962)  contain  an  account  by  Dr.  Leonard  Colebrook 
and  others  of  the  treatment  of  106  cases  of  puerperal  fever  with 
streptocide  supplied  by  the  makers,  Evans  Sons  Lescher  & 
Webb,  Ltd.;  and  "  The  British  Medical  Journal  "  of  Decem- 
ber II  has  an  article  surveying  the  use  of  streptocide  in  270 
cases  of  erysipelas. 

In  Puerperal  Fever 

The  Colebrook  monograph,  extending  to  several  pages,  has  a 
summary  from  which  we  take  the  following  passages :  — 

"  The  average  stay  in  hospital  has  been  19.7  days  as  com- 
pared with  31.3  days  in  1935. 

"  There  were  eight  deaths  among  the  100  cases,  but  only 
three  of  them  can  be  regarded  as  deaths  from  straightforward 
sepsis  in  patients  who  lived  long  enough  for  chemotherapy  to 
have  a  fair  trial.  The  mortality-rate  for  all  cases  (199)  in- 
fected by  haemolytic  streptococci  since  the  beginning  of  1936 
when  treatment  by  sulphamido-chrysoidine  and  P.S.  was 
begun)  has  been  5.5  per  cent,  as  compared  with  the  average 
of  22.8  per  cent,  for  the  preceding  five  years. 

"  '  Drug  fever  '  was  suspected  in  several  instances. 

"  Some  degree  of  cyanosis  developed  in  fifty-eight  cases 
and  was  usually  associated  with  met-  and  sulph-haemo- 
globinaemia. 

"  Other  toxic  manifestations  of  the  drug  observed  much 
less  frequently  have  included  prostration,  paraesthesia,  head- 
ache, visual  disturbances,  and  joint  pains.  No  generalised 
rashes  have  developed." 

A  footnote  to  the  second  of  these  paragraphs  adds  that  fifteen 
more  cases  have  been  treated  during  the  preparation  of  this 
paper,  with  no  deaths. 

In  Erysipelas 

A  monograph  on  the  use  of  sulphanilamide  (streptocide)  in 
the  treatment  of  a  controlled  series  of  270  cases  of  erysipelas, 
by  Drs.  W.  R.  Snodgrass  and  T.  Anderson,  appeared  in 
No.  4014  of  "  The  British  Medical  Journal."  The  control 
treatment  was  by  ultra-violet  light.  Treatment  with  strepto- 
cide was  begun  immediately  on  admission,  and  in  all  cases  the 
drug  was  given  by  mouth.  It  was  administered  in  i-,  2-,  or 
3-gram  doses  at  four-hourly  intervals,  and  such  dosage  was 
continued  until  the  temperature  of  the  patient  became  normal. 
The  average  duration  of  this  period  of  treatment  was  2.5  days, 
during  which  the  average  case  dosage  of  sulphanilamide  was 
14.64  grams.  Thereafter  0.75  gram  was  given  thrice  daily  until 
the  patient  left  hospital.  The  average  stay  in  hospital  was 
14.4  days,  with  an  average  total  case  dosage  of  41.6  grams  of 
sulphanilamide.  In  the  majority  of  the  cases  the  drug  was 
administered  in  powder  form. 

The  first  three  of  the  authors'  tables  show  respectively  that 
(i)  the  cases  receiving  streptocide  showed  a  decidedly  more 
favourable  result  than  others  regarding  spread  of  lesion  ;  (2) 
the  same  cases  showed  a  better  result  in  respect  of  duration 
of  pyrexia  ;  (3)  the  same  cases  yielded  a  more  favourable  out- 
come regarding  duration  of  toxaemia.  Recurrence  took  place 
iu  eight  cases  in  the  ultra-violet  light  group,  a  percentage 
incidence  of  5.9  ;  in  the  sulphanilamide  group  two  cases  were 
seen,  a  percentage  incidence  of  1.5. 

Cyanosis  occurred  in  29.6  per  cent,  of  cases:  it  was  more 
frequent  when  the  larger  doses  of  sulphanilamide  were  given. 

No  evidence  is  forthcoming  in  this  series  to  show  that  greater 
therapeutic  benefit  follows  the  increase  of  sulphanilamide 
beyond  i  gram  given  at  four-hourly  intervals,  but,  on  the  other 
hand,  an  increase  in  toxaemia  follows  the  raising  of  this  dosage. 

Return  Invited 

The  editorial  introduction  to  the  group  of  articles  in  The 
Practitioner  "  points  out  that  a  form  of  questionnaire  is  in- 


cluded in  the  issue  in  the  hope  that  general  practitioners  will 
respond  so  that  their  experience  in  this  matter  may  be  collated. 
The  writer  of  the  introduction  goes  on  to  deprecate  self- 
treatment  with  sulphanilamide,  and  to  suggest  that  medical 
men  should  not  facilitate  the  possession  by  patients  of  large 
supplies  of  it.  It  has  been  held  that  it  should  only  be  used 
when  patients  are  in  bed,  though  this  may  be  an  extreme  view. 

One  of  the  most  informative  of  these  "  Practitioner  "  articles 
is  from  the  pen  of  Dr.  A.  H.  Douthwaite,  who  enumerates  the 
diseases  for  which  sulphanilamide  has  been  found  to  be  of 
benefit  (e.g.,  streptococcal  and  gonococcal  infections),  and  adds 
four  short  paragraphs  on  diseases  for  which  it  is  of  doubtful 
value.  His  list  of  toxic  effects  which  may  arise  during 
sulphanilamide  treatment  is: — Nausea,  colicky  abdominal  pain, 
morbilliform  and  maculo-papular  rashes,  pyrexia,  acidosis, 
anaemia,  methaemoglobinaemia,  sulphaemoglobintemia,  and 
agranulocytosis.  He  repeats  a  warning  previously  given  against 
administering  magnesium  sulphate  "  simultaneously  with,  or 
within  two  or  three  days  preceding,"  administration  of  sulph- 
anilamide. Another  substance  to  be  avoided  while  giving 
sulphanilamide  is  phenacetin.  The  chemical  reactions  of  some 
of  the  combinations  mentioned  are  discussed  by  this  author.

Sir  Isaac  Pitman  &  Sons,  Ltd., 
Parker  Street,  Kingsway,  London,  W.C.2.  [This,  the  fourth 
edition  of  the  handbook,  includes  among  new  features  descrip- 
tions of  the  changes  in  raw  materials  used  in  preparing  different 
classes  of  soap  base.  Improved  methods  of  manufacture  are 
also  described  and  newer  illustrations  included.  The  hand- 
book is  one  of  the  useful  series  published  by  Messrs.  Pitman 
on  common  commodities  and  industries  in  which  a  product  or 
an  industry  is  described  simply  yet  effectively.] 

Milks,  H.  J. — Practical  Veterinary  Pharmacology .  Materia 
Medica  and  Therapeutics.  9J  in  by  6J  in.  Pp.  581.  30s. 
Bailliere,  Tindall  &  Cox,  7  and  8  Henrietta  Street,  Covent 
Garden,  W.C.2.  [This  text-book,  now  in  its  third  edition, 
has  been  carefully  revised  and  much  new  matter  added.  Many 
of  the  newer  drugs — benzedrine,  carotene,  pentobarbital, 
sodium,  etc. — have  been  included  for  the  first  time.  There 
are  new  sections  on  the  treatment  of  heart  worms,  the  vitamins 
and  insecticides.  The  chapter  on  veterinary  biological  products 
has  been  revised  by  Mr.  Adolph  Eichhorn,  director  of  the 
Veterinary  Department,  Lederle  Antitoxin  Laboratories.] 

Gehes  Codex.  7th  edition.  9  in.  by  6  in.  Pp.  1,787. 
Schwarzeck-Verlag-G.m.b.H.,  Dresden,  N.6.  [This  edition 
is  substantially  larger  than  its  predecessor  of  four  years  ago, 
and  incorporates  the  annual  supplements  which  have  been 
published  during  the  interval.  The  familiar  features  of  this 
valuable  book  of  reference  are  retained,  and  it  remains  the 
first  source  to  which  an  inquirer  naturally  goes  for  the  type 
of  answer  covered  by  it.  The  wide  range  of  information

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Cork  Industry  in  Algeria 


The  cork  oak  grows  spontaneously  in  the  eastern  Mediter- 
ranean countries.  It  is  also  frequently  found  in  the  forests 
of  the  Atlantic  coasts  of  the  same  latitude.  Two  varieties 
are  knov\n,  although  the  quality  of  the  cork  is  the  same: 
Quercus  sicber,  of  which  the  leaves  persist  two  years  and  the 
acorns  ripen  in  one  year,  and  (J.  suber  var.  occidentalis,  of 
which  the  leaves  fall  each  year  and  the  acorns  take  two  years 
to  ripen.  The  latter  variety  seems  better  adapted  to  the 
damper  climate  of  the  Atlantic  sea-board.  The  forests,  whether 
of  cork  trees  alone  or  mingled  with  other  trees  (pine  and  other 
varieties  of  oak)  cover  approximately  2,020,000  hectares 
(nearly  five  million  acres)  in  Europe  and  North  Africa,  of 
which  half  are  in  Portugal,  Spain  and  Italy,  and  an  equal  area 
in  France,  Corsica  and  North  Africa,  as  under: — •

Exploited  for  centuries  in  Europe,  the  bark  oak  has  only 
within  modern  times  been  obtained  in  the  rich  forests  of 
Algeria.  The  trees  abound  in  the  forests  of  the  northern 
slopes  of  the  Atlas  Mountains,  growing  well  up  to  a  medium 
altitude.    The  areas  covered  are:  —

Of  these,  276,000  hectares  belong  to  the  State  and  165,000 
hectares  are  in  private  hands.  The  first  gathering  of  cork 
from  the  forests  belonging  to  the  Government  dates  from  only 
1892.  The  area  at  present  exploited  by  the  State  is  200,000 
hectares,  producing  annually  from  120,000  to  150,000  quintals 
of  cork.  The  cork,  when  gathered,  is  placed  in  clearings  close 
to  the  roads.  It  is  then  weighed  and  sorted  into  three  cate- 
gories: "  waste,"  "  thin,"  and  "  saleable,"  after  which  it  is 
sold  by  public  auction,  the  unit  being  the  metric  quintal. 

Collecting  the  Cork 

Collecting  the  cork  is  a  highly  skilled  operation.  First 
comes  what  is  known  as  the  demasclage.  During  the  months 
from  May  to  July  suitable  trees  have  the  "male"  or 
"  virgin  "  cork  removed.  Until  the  tree  has  attained  a  cir- 
cumference of  32  in.  at  a  height  of  six  feet  from  the  ground 
it  is  regarded  as  unsuitable.  The  length  of  the  "barrel" 
removed  is  two  and  a-half  times  the  circumference,  i.e.,  for 
a  32-in.  tree  the  barrel  is  6  ft.  8  in.  high.  The  operation  needs 
great  care  so  as  not  to  wound  the  tree  or  damage  the  tissue 
which  gives  rise  to  the  "female"  bark. 

The  male  bark  so  obtained  is  full  of  cracks,  and  is  hard  and 
brittle.  Formerly  it  was  discarded  as  useless,  but  is  now 
ground  and  used  in  the  manufacture  of  linoleums  and  similar 
materials.  The  time  taken  for  the  new  layer  of  cork  to  become 
of  a  sufficient  thickness  varies  with  the  altitude,  from  eight 
to  fifteen  years  being  the  usual  limits.  When  the  cork  is  ripe 
it  must  be  gathered  within  a  definite  number  of  years  or  it 
becomes  wooden  and  loses  its  elasticity  and  value.  The  female 
bark  is  removed  with  the  same  precautions.  The  production 
of  a  single  tree  varies  according  to  the  size  of  the  tree  and 
the  zone  where  it  grows.  It  may  be  taken  as  a  rule,  how- 
ever, that  a  tree  having  80  centimetres'  circumference  and 
male  bark  removed  to  a  height  of  two  metres  will  give  about 
25  kilogrammes  (55  lb.)  of  female  bark.  Seven  kilos  of  bark 
from  one  square  metre  of  generating  surface  is  considered  to 
be  a  good  average. 


The  yield  from  one  hectare  is 
generally  one  quintal.  This  may  seem 
small,  but  it  must  be  borne  in  mind 
that  the  Algerian  State  forests  are 
■  carefully  worked  and  extend  over 
large  areas.  In  Portugal,  on  the  con- 
trary, production  is  on  the  most  in- 
tensive scale,  the  Portuguese  also 
cultivating  the  ground  below  the 
trees,  and  also  rearing  pigs  there.  In 
this  way  the  yield  is  doubled. 

Export  from  Algeria 

Only  70,000  quintals  of  Algerian 
cork  is  made  up  into  manufactured 
articles  in  the  colony.

When  sold  as  raw  bark  or  in 
boards  the  cork  is  sorted  into 
twenty-five  categories  according  to 

the  thickness  and  grain  of  the  cork,  then  pressed  into  bales  of 
half  cubic  metre  capacity.  Thirty  firms,  all  situated  near  the 
sea  ports,  specialise  in  this  work  and  ex^Dort  annually  90,000 
quintals  of  boards  of  a  total  value  of  20  million  francs.

The  uses  of  cork  are  numerous,  quite  apart  from  its  age- 
old  use  for  stopping  bottles.  The  fishing  industry  takes  great 
quantities.  The  linoleum  and  floor  coverings  and  boot  and  shoe 
trades  use  large  amounts  also.  Numerous  articles  are  made 
from  agglomerated  cork,  e.g.,  bath  mats.  As  an  insulator  for 
refrigerators,  cork  is  unsurpassed,  while  many  modern  houses 
are  rendered  sound-proof  by  linings  of  agglomerated  cork 
boards. 

A  new  method  of  agglomerating  cork,  which  gives  excellent 
results,  uses  no  adhesive.  Waste  cork  is  pressed  into  bales, 
then  he^ited  in  ovens  to  300°  C.  Partial  combustion  takes 
place  which  agglomerates  the  mass.  When  cool  the  cake  is 
sawn  into  boards  of  any  desired  thickness.  Its  coefficient  of 
thermal  conductivity  is  only  0.036  and  its  density  0.130.  When 
totally  burned,  cork  furnishes  a  fine  black  for  making  printers' 
ink.

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Changes  in  Chinese  Pharmacy 


EVEN  so  recently  as  1931  a  Chinese  chemist  returning 
from  Europe,  who  opened  a  European-style  pharmacy 
in  the  exclusively  Chinese  quarter  of  Kwinsun,  near 
Haokow,  was  advised  by  the  municipal  authorities  to  include 
a  department  for  the  traditional  Chinese  medical  supplies,  and 
suffered  for  his  refusal  to  do  so.  He  was  boycotted  by  the 
Chinese  population,  who  also  made  attacks  on  his  premises 
and  did  considerable  damage,  since  he  had  installed  glass  win- 
dows in  his  pharmacy  instead  of  the  usual  Chinese  linen  outside- 
blind  and  canvas  curtains.  Eventually  he  was  compelled  to 
avoid  trouble  by  equipping  an  additional  shop  in  the  accepted 
Chinese  fashion,  whereupon  attacks  ceased.  He  was  even- 
tually successful  in  introducing,  even  in  the  old-style  depart- 
ment, many  drugs  and  medicaments  previously  unknown. 
The  experience  of  this  pharmacist  illustrates  the  difficulty  of 
securing  a  foothold  for  modern  pharmacy  in  China,  even  in 
the  largest  and  most  modernised  towns.  To  understand  the 
position  fully  it  is  necessary  to  know  that  in  China  the  supply 
of  drugs  has  been  mainly  in  the  hands  of  apothecary  families, 
who  jealously  guard  their  recipes  and  sources.  The  male 
members  of  these  families  devote  themselves  to  the  study  of 
medicines,  and  in  some  cases  the  business  can  be  traced  back 
through  the  same  family  for  several  hundreds  of  years.  While 
it  would  not  be  correct  to  describe  these  businesses  as  neces- 
sarily behind  the  times,  despite  their  hostility  to  Western  de- 
velopments, their  foundation  is  always  the  study  of  this  lore 
accumulated  during  generations.  Every  Chinese  is  to  some 
extent  his  own  doctor,  and  accustomed  to  use  drugs  the  com- 
position of  some  of  which  would  cause  no  little  surprise  to 
Western  medical  experts.  It  is  difficult  to  shake  the  faith  of 
these  people  in  their  hereditary  pharmacology;  even  when  their 
medicaments  can  be  shown  to  have  failed,  the  cause  is  imputed 
to  the  family  gods,  and  not  to  the  drugs  used.    When,  some 


time  ago,  vaccinations  had  to  be  carried  out  because  of  out- 
breaks of  typhus  and  dysentery  at  Shanghai  and  certain  other 
South  China  districts,  the  European  pharmacies,  and  those 
conducted  in  European  style,  which  were  required  to  supply 
the  vaccines,  had  to  be  protected  by  the  military  and  police. 
Opposition  was  encountered  from  native  Chinese  doctors,  many 
of  them  highly  esteemed  and  experienced  in  their  own  system'. 

Despite  the  tenacity  with  which  the  Chinese  apothecar}' 
holds  on  to  his  privileges,  it  must  be  admitted  that  the  old 
dark  and  unhygienic  pharmacies  are  gradually  disappearing, 
especially  along  the  coast,  whilst  the  modern  pharmacy  makes 
its  appearance  even  in  the  smaller  towns  of  the  maritime  pro- 
vinces. European-style  Chinese  chemists,  however,  still  prefer 
to  establish  themselves  within  easy  reach  of  white  settlements, 
where  they  may  have  the  help  of  the  protective  forces  of  the 
Western  community  in  the  event  of  emergency.  The  old- 
fashioned  Chinese  apothecary  endeavours  to  inspire  confidence 
by  the  recondite  appearance  of  his  shop.  A  kettle  is  perpetually 
to  be  seen  on  the  hearth,  wherein  medical  herbs  simmer,  while 
fantastic  and  steaming  carboys,  pots  and  retorts  contribute  to 
the  creation  of  what  he  considers  a  suitable  atmosphere.  A 
visit  to  one  of  these  businesses  is  sufficient  to  convince  the 
buyer  that  the  price  of  drugs  and  medicaments  is  excessively 
high.  In  spite  of  the  much  lower  prices  obtaining  in  the  modem 
pharmacies,  the  latter  have  to  contend  with  the  competition 
of  their  old-Chinese  rivals,  who  nearly  all  enjoy  the  reputa- 
tion of  infallibility,  and  of  being  in  close  communication  with 
the  gods.  At  Peking  there  are  over  eight  hundred  pharmacies, 
of  which  only  twenty-eight  are  carried  on  in  European  style. 
The  customers  of  these  twenty-eight  are  for  the  most  part 
foreigners,  or  Chinese  who  have  lived  for  some  time  in  Europe 
or  America.  At  Shanghai  the  proportion  of  Western  pharma- 
cies is  considerably  higher. 


Return  to  Peking 


WE  spent  some  time  in  Moscow  on  the  return  trip  to 
Peking  and  had  the  privilege  of  seeing  something  of 
the  development  and  reconstruction  which  is  taking 
place  there.  We  visited  a  few  pharmacies  in  the  neighbour- 
hood of  Red  Square  and  found,  as  we  expected,  nothing  but 
Russian  patent  medicines  on  the  shelves.  We  tried  in  vain  to 
get  into  one  of  the  big  city  hospitals  and  see  the  pharmaceutical 
department,  being  told  that  to  enter  a  hospital  we  must  make 
formal  application  and  receive  a  card  properly  stamped,  a 
formality  that  usually  took  two  days,  with  luck.  In  Siberia 
we  had,  as  usual,  a  minor  accident  to  our  train,  and  for  twenty- 
four  hours  we  were  without  a  dining  car.  We  therefore  had 
some  time  in  Siberia  to  look  over  the  small  pharmaceutical 
stock  that  was  carried  in  one  of  the  shops  at  the  railway 
station — an  interesting  collection  of  such  items  as  ol.  ricini 
in  i-oz.  and  i-oz.  bottles,  mag.  sulph.  in  2-oz.  packets,  health 
salts  in  small  tins,  various  cheap  perfumes,  aspirin  tablets,  but 
no  face  creams  or  powders.  We  priced  some  of  the  items  and 
were  amazed  at  their  expense.  We  were  using  U.S.A.  dollar 
notes,  and  our  exchange  in  U.S.S.R.  was  approximate 
Roubles  5.00  =  U.S.A.  $1.00.  It  was  therefore  surprising  to 
find  the  mag.  sulph.  2-oz.  packets  costing  roubles  1.50  each. 
Some  of  the  larger  stations  in  Siberia  had  well  stocked  pharma- 
ceutical stalls  in  the  dining  rooms,  usually  in  charge  of  women. 
At  each  big  station  in  Siberia  there  are  both  a  doctor  (sometimes 
two)  and  a  well-equipped  red-cross  room. 

Harbin  (Manchukuo)  is  one  of  the  most  peculiar  cities  in  the 
world  because  the  city  contains  three  distinct  sections — 
Japanese,  White  Russian  and  Chinese — and  these  sections  seem 
to  function  independently.  There  are  three  kinds  of  pharmacies 
and  we  saw  some  of  each,  but  perceived  a  change  in  the  stocks 
of  the  Chinese  and  Russian  pharmacies.  Japanese  goods 
(chemicals  and  patents)  predominate,  whereas  six  years  ago 
Japanese  pharmacies  were  hard  to  find  in  China.  We 
examined  the  stocks  of  some  and  found,  as  we  expected,  that 
they  stock  only  Japanese  goods.  The  strictly  pharmaceutical 
side  of  the  business  consists  of  approximately  70  per  cent. 
Japanese  patent  medicines  and  30  per  cent.  Japanese  chemicals, 
drugs  and  sick-room  requisites.    Since  the  misunderstanding  in 


August  which  caused  the  Japanese  Military  Commander  to  close 
the  Chinese  Government  National  Epidemic  Prevention  Bureau 
(situated  inside  the  wall  which  surrounds  the  Temple  of  Heaven 
in  Peking)  it  has  been  almost  impossible  to  get  sera  and  vac- 
cines at  a  reasonable  rate,  because  the  "Temple  of  Heaven" 
vaccine,  as  it  was  called  locally,  was  by  far  the  cheapest  in 
this  part  of  the  world.  During  November,  however,  some  of 
the  newly  opened  Japanese  pharmacies  in  Peking  have  been 
appointed  official  agents  for  Japanese  biological  institutes,  and 
carry  stocks  of  their  various  products.  We  have  had  to 
ptirchase  some  of  their  sera  and  vaccines,  because  it  is  now 
impossible  to  get  "  Temple  of  Heaven  "  stocks.  During  the 
past  five  months  we  have  supplied  many  gallons  of  "  Carrel- 
Dakin  "  solution  for  the  war  wounded  around  this  area,  and 
many  times  during  these  past  months  we  have  been  reminded 
of  similar  scenes  in  hospitals  in  France  and  Flanders  twenty 
years  ago.  A  three-gramme  tablet  of  sodium  chloride,  made 
in  our  own  laboratories,  has  been  found  most  useful  in  the 
war  hospitals.  Three  tablets  dissolved  in  a  litre  of  water  gives 
a  solution  of  normal  saline  strength.  During  our  time  in  the 
Far  East  we  have  always  found  it  a  problem  to  purchase 
narcotics  legitimately  for  our  Institution.  After  we  had  paid 
the  legitimate  Customs  dues  we  had  often  to  pay  that  most  per- 
nicious of  all  taxes  out  here  the  octroi  (really  a  percentage  tax 
on  the  Customs  dues).  This  form  of  "  squeeze  "  was  abolished 
ten  years  ago.  Six  years  ago  the  Chinese  National  Government 
in  Nanking  established  a  Government  narcotic  bureau,  and  the 
sale  of  narcotics  became  a  monopoly.  Prices  were  increased 
in  some  cases  by  50  per  cent.  The  last  price  we  paid 
for  codeine  phosphate  from  the  Chinese  Government  was  $42.00 
per  ounce.  Recently  we  purchased  from  a  Japanese  drug 
store  two  25-gramme  bottles  of  codeine  phosphate  at  $29.00 
per  bottle.  Analysis  proved  it  to  be  up  to  standard.  Appar- 
ently someone  in  Nanking  had  been  making  money  during  the 
six  years  since  the  Narcotic  Bureau  was  officially  established  to 
prevent  illegal  sales  of  narcotics.

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Japanese  Tea-Seed  Oil

IHE  tea  plant  {Camellia  theifera)  is  cultivated  in  Oshima 
Island,  Japan.  With  the  introduction  of  modern 
methods  of  production  the  industry  of  producing  tea- 
seed  oil  (known  in  Japan  as  Tsubaki  oil)  has  increased  con- 
siderably of  late.  Tea-seed  oil  is  produced  from  three  slightly 
different  botanical  plants.  These  are  Camellia  japonica  L.. 
Camellia  sasanqua  Thmub.  and  Camellia  theifera.  Although 
the  leaves  of  all  three  plants  may  be  used  for  the  manufacture 
of  tea,  and  the  seeds  for  the  extraction  of  oil,  the  last-men- 
tioned kind  is  preferred  for  the  former  purpose,  and  the 
former  two  plants  are  especially  grown  for  their  oily  seeds, 
which  contain  from  30  to  35  per  cent,  of  piue  oil.  The  kind  of 
camellia  grown  in  Oshima  is  not  much  different  from  the 
regular  tea-shrub  in  outward  appearance.  Others  are  regular 
trees,  some  of  them  having  boles  12  to  20  feet  high  and  i  foot 
in  diameter.  Their  shapely  dark  green  crowns  stand  out 
sharp  against  the  fading  foliage  of  most  of  the  other  growths, 
especially  in  autumn.  The  fruit,  which  is  round  and  the  size 
of  a  pigeon's  egg,  turns  red-brown.  When  overripe,  it  becomes 
dark  and  even  black — inside  as  well  as  out — and  then  bursts. 

The  seeds  are  spread  out  on  mats  and  dried  in  the  sun 
before  they  are  processed  in  the  oil  mill.  There  still  persists 
in  some  localities  and  even  in  Oshima  the  old-fashioned  method 
of  extracting  the  oil  by  the  pressure  of  a  level  to  which  a 
heavy  stone  is  fastened.  By  this  method  it  takes  about  fifty 
days  to  extract  the  oil. 

Tea-seed  oil  is  also  expressed  in  China  on  a  considerable 
scale.  It  is  used  locally  as  an  edible  oil,  but  as  it  con- 
tains saponin,  this  should  be  removed  first.  Extracted 
(lil  is  quite  free  from  saponin.  Chinese  tea  seeds  yield  30-35 
per  cent,  of  oil,  and  Assam  seeds  43-45  per  cent.  It 
is  a  straw-coloured  oil,  very  closely  resembling  olive  oil  in  all 
its  characters  (except,  perhaps,  those  of  its  unsaponifiable 
matter).  The  oil  from  the  seeds  of  Camellia  oleijera  is  very 
similar  to  true  tea-seed  oil  and  is  cultivated  for  its  oil.  Tea- 
seed  oil  has  the  following  characters: — Specific  gravity,  0.910 
to  0.927  ;  saponification  value,  188-195  ;  iodine  value,  88.91  ; 
Heknev  value,  90-91.  Tea-seed  oil  has  been  used  as  an 
adulterant  of  olive  oil.  For  many  years  this  adulteration  had 
been  practised  on  an  increasing  scale,  and  despite  the  efforts 
that  were  made,  the  added  tea-seed  oil  could  not  be  definitely 
detected.  There  is  little  doubt,  however,  that  the  bulk  of  the 
very  cheap  product  described  as  olive  oil  was  nothing  more 
than  a  mixture  of  olive  oil  and  tea-seed  oil.  About  two 
vears  ago,  according  to  reports,  the  authorities  in  the  United 
States  of  America  discovered  a  method  whereby  this  fraud 
could  definitely  be  detected. 

Most  of  the  Japanese  oil  is  produced  in  up-to-date  oil 
mills  in  which  the  whole  process  of  crushing,  grinding,  steam- 
ing, pressing  and  refining  requires  less  than  one  hour.

The  pulpy  sub- 
stance thus  prepared  is 
quickly  reduced  to  a  hard 
cake  in  the  hydraulic  press 
while  the  oil,  still  unrefined 
and  amber  in  colour,  is 
drawn  by  a  suction  pipe  into 
the  centrifugal  separator. 
The  final  product,  straw- 
j^ellow  in  appearance  and  of 
0.927  specific  gravity  (at 
14°  C),  is  once  more  refined 
in  a  pressure  filter  and  then 
immediately  bottled  for 
shipment.

The  markets  re-opened  on  a  very  quiet  tone  on  Wednesday,  and  it  is 
evident  that  business  is  likely  to  contiruie  of  small  importance  till  the 
New  Year.  Despite  the  rather  unsettled  world  conditions,  the  out- 
look for  the  chemicals,  drugs  and  essential  oils  markets  is  by  no 
means  unpromising.  The  home  manufacturers  of  Pharmaceutical 
Chemicals  will  no  doubt  hold  their  present  strong  position  in  this 
market,  and  exports  of  their  products,  which  have  been  very  good 
this  year,  should  continue  to  expand,  particularly  to  Empire  countries. 
At  the  moment  there  are  no  signs  of  a  breakdown  of  the  national 
and  international  sales  price  Conventions,  and  conditions  seem  likely 
to  continue  steady  in  the  coming  year.  The  position  of  one  im- 
portant flavouring  product  may,  in  due  course,  prove  somewhat  of  a 
problem.  One  important  point  that  consumers  will  have  to  keep 
in  mind  is  that  manufacturers'  costs  of  production  are  persistentlv 
increasing  and  the  general  trend  of  sales  prices  will  be  to  rather 
higher  levels.  The  makers'  scale  of  prices  at  the  lo  per  cent,  advance 
for  Resorcin,  recorded  last  week,  are  now  available.  Glycerin 
(B.P.)  continues  at  the  substantial  reduction  noted  last  week. 
Most  markets  handling  Crude  Drugs  have  had  a  fairly  satisfactory 
year,  both  as  regards  values  and  volume  of  business  transacted. 
At  current  prices  it  may  be  said  that  these  natural  products  are, 
in  many  instances,  still  below  producers'  cost,  while  the  position  as 
regards  stocks  on  hand  here  and  at  the  sources  is,  with  isolated 
exceptions,  much  healthier  to-day  than  it  was  during  the  three 
previous  years.  The  use  of  synthetic  products  as  substitutes  for 
the  natural  article  seems  to  have  reached  its  limit,  and  here  and 
there  there  are  indications  that  consumers  are  gradually  coining 
back  to  the  latter.  World  disturbances  have  upset  conditions  in 
a  number  of  markets,  notably  in  products  shipped  from  Spain, 
China  and  Italy.  There  has  been  no  substantial  increase  in  the 
quantity  of  crude  drugs  shipped  from  Empire  sources  to  this  market. 
Kenya,  however,  has  greatly  increased  shipments  of  Pyrethrum, 
principally  to  America.  One  of  the  strongest  markets  throughout  the 
year  has  been  Tragacanth,  with  good  business  recorded  at  unusually 
high  prices,  particularly  for  the  druggists'  white  ribbon  quality  gum. 
On  the  other  hand,  Sudan  Gum  Acacia  is  one  of  the  most  unsatis- 
factory items,  with  prices  at  a  low  level  and  London  stocks  con- 
siderably above  normal.  In  some  respects  the  promise  of  the 
closing  year  for  business  in  Essential  Oils  has  not  been  fulfilled. 
Some  of  the  leading  products  rely  largely  on  fine  summer  months  for 
their  sales,  and  these  suffered  from  the  very  unseasonable  weather  ex- 
perienced. Further,  it  seemed  that  some  consumers  met  their  limited 
requirements  from  stocks  held  from  the  previous  year.  In  the  latter 
half  of  the  year  there  has  been  a  generally  firm  tone  in  Chinese  oils 
and  prices  continue  at  good  figures.  The  group  of  Sicilian  oils 
.ippear  to  have  had  a  fair  year  with  prices  showing  no  erratic 
movements.  The  introduction  of  Zanzibar  Clove  on  this  market 
was  a  feature,  and  the  oil  met  with  quite  a  good  reception.  Another 
Empire  oil  that  has  had  a  good  year  is  Australian  Eucalyptus  ; 
the  improved  quality  of  the  oil  has  increased  sales  considerably.  The 
speculative  markets,  handling  Citronflla  and  Lemongrass,  close  on 
a  dull  note  and  are  quoted  at  cheap  figures.  The  demand  for  Japanese 
Peppermint  has  been  quite  good  throughout  the  year,  and  market 
values  have  been  maintained  at  fairly  satisfactory  levels.  Alter 
opening  the  year  at  very  cheap  shipment  prices  the  market  for  new 
crop  French  Guinea  Orange  steadily  improved  and  values  reached 
the  best  levels  by  the  half-year  since  this  oil  was  first  introduced  a 
few  years  ago.

Japanese  iodine  production. — The  Okita  Natural  Gas  Co.  has 
decided  to  let  its  subsidiary  company,  Okita  Chemical  Industrial  Co., 
establish  gas  and  iodine  plants  for  the  purpose  of  extracting  iodine 
from  natural  gas.  The  iodine  plant  will  extract  iodine  by  using  salt 
water.  An  appropriation  of  about  600,000  yen  has  been  set  aside  for 
the  pew  enterprise.  An  engineer  of  the  Riken  last  summer  succeeded 
in  finding  a  means  of  extracting  iodine  from  natural  gas. 


Japanese  patent  law  revision. — The  Department  of  Commerce  and 
Industry  has  decided  to  present  to  the  73rd  session  of  the  Imperial 
Diet  a  Bill  for  revising  the  Patent  Law.  The  proposed  revision  is 
to  be  made  according  to  the  resolution  of  the  London  Treaty  on  the 
protection  of  industrial  ownership.  The  ratification  of  the  treaty 
must  be  made  before  July  i,  1938.  The  Law  for  Preventing  Unfair 
Competition  wiU  be  also  revised.  The  sphere  of  the  operation  of  the 
law  will  be  enlarged.

French  psyllium  seed  crop. — The  1937  psyllium  seed  crop  of 
southern  France  is  estimated  to  have  approximated  350  metric  tons — 
the  same  as  for  the  preceding  year — and  compares  with  the  unusually 
small  crop  of  100  tons  in  1935  and  the  large  one  of  2,500  in  1932. 
Earlier  estimates  indicated  that  the  1937  crop  would  run  around  600 
tons,  but  some  fields  were  ploughed  up  following  the  decline  in 
prices  earlier  in  the  year.  Stocks  in  the  hands  of  producers  and 
dealers  are  estimated  at  from  200  to  500  tons  ;  more  than  half  the 
total,  however,  is  believed  to  be  old  stock  and  of  little  value.  As  the 
French  psyllium  seed  crop  is  planted  in  February,  no  estimates  of 
next  year's  crop  can  be  made  at  this  time.

Where  Pharmacy  Scores 

Sir, — Looking  at  "  1937  in  Retrospect  "  (C.  (S-  D.,  Decem- 
ber 25,  p.  737)  one  cannot  fail  to  notice  the  insignificant 
position  which  pharmacy  appears  to  hold  in  the  eyes  of  those 
in  authority.  "The  report  of  the  Select  Committee  on  Medicine 
Stamp  Duties  attempted  to  show  that  the  qualification  of  the 
pharmacist  was  comparatively  useless  as  a  safeguard  to  the 
public,  entirely  ignoring  the  fact  that  it  is  a  statutory  one,  that 
the  examinations  for  it  are  subject  to  the  reports  of  the  govern- 
ment inspectors,  and  also  that  after  qualification  the  phar- 
macist is  bound  by  the  numerous  laws  regulating  his  business, 
while  he  is  amenable  to  the  Statutory  Committee  for  his 
personal  conduct.  Then  the  offer  of  pharmacists  to  place  their 
assistance  and  knowledge  at  the  service  of  the  Government  in 
the  organisation  of  air-raid  precautions  was  turned  down; 
politely  perhaps,  but  none  the  less  effectively,  we  were  told 
to  remain  at  home  and  mind  our  own  business.  It  reflects  all 
the  more  credit  on  those  pharmacists  who  have  been  public 
spirited  enough  to  attend  instructional  classes  and  render  them- 
selves familiar  with  the  requirements  in  case  their  help  might 
be  asked  in  emergency.  And  then  came  the  National  Fitness 
Campaign,  in  the  promotion  of  which  all  the  other  professions 
connected  with  public  health  were  noted,  but  pharmacy  was 
not  mentioned.  One  can  only  conclude  that  pharmacy  has  no 
place  in  the  scheme  of  things  except  as  a  means  of  providing  an 
insurance  dispensing  service  at  the  lowest  possible  rates.

The  Trend  of  the  Trade 

Sir, — Mr.  J.  G.  Wallbridge  in  his  interesting  review  of 
pharmacy  as  he  knew  it  "  Fifty  Years  Ago  "  (C.  &•  D., 
December  25,  p.  740)  states  one  fact  which  more  than  any 
other  accounts  for  the  difference  in  the  style  of  retail  business 
as  we  know  it  now.  He  says,  "  The  habit  of  visiting  the 
chemist  regularly  has  almost  vanished."  I  served  my  appren- 
ticeship only  a  few  years  after  the  period  he  deals  with,  and 
the  conditions  were  much  the  same  as  he  describes.  We  had  a 
tincture  press,  root  cutter,  percolator  and  other  utensils,  and 
made  most  of  our  own  galenicals  ;  batches  of  pills  were  made 
regularly  for  stock  and  seldom  a  week  passed  without  a  plaster 
to  be  spread.  All  packed  drugs  were  put  up  on  the  premises, 
and  people  came  to  the  chemist's  shop  as  the  natural  and 
proper  place  to  buy  them  and  to  get  advice.  Now  such  things 
come  from  the  wholesaler,  and  not  only  are  they  supplied  to 
chemists,  but,  so  long  as  they  are  not  on  the  Poison  List,  to 
other  traders.  As  Mr.  Wallbri'^ge  remarks,  it  is  often  chemists 
who  encourage  this  by  developing  a  wholesale  side  solely  to 
feed  these  competitors.  In  consequence  the  public,  who  have 
to  go  to  these  shops  for  daily  domestic  requirements,  see  the 
drugs  on  cards  ready  for  sale  and  no  longer  think  of  going  to  a 
pharmacy  for  them.  While  I  was  waiting  at  a  hairdresser's 
recently,  a  man  opened  the  door  and  asked:  "  Have  you  any- 
thing good  for  corns?  "  The  barber  went  to  a  drawer  and 
produced  a  box  of  corn  caps  which  he  recommended  to  the 
inquirer,  who  paid  for  them  and  went  out. — Yours  faithfully,

Pharmaceutical  Society's  Branch  System 

Sir, — There  is  a  sound  view  in  the  letter  on  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society's  branch  system  on  p.  579.  Not  only  are  our 
branches  not  getting  the  support  they  need  from  the  Society 
in  the  way  of  help  in  running  them,  but  the  2s.  6d.  per  member 
is  often  not  enough  to  provide  a  decent  meeting  place  and  pay 
the  expenses  of  a  hard-working  secretary.  We  want  more 
appetising  fare  to  attract  members  to  the  branch  meetings.  I 
should  like  to  see  something  of  the  club  atmosphere  in  our 
premises.  A  comfortable  room,  well  warmed  and  lit  ;  a  decent 
library ;  a  place  a  pharmacist  could  enter  feeling  that  he 
could  relax  for  an  hour  or  so  and  discuss  matters  over  a 
modest  drink  ;  speakers  of  a  diHerent  type  from  many  we 
get  from  the  Society,  a  social  supper  occasionally  along  the 
lines  of  the  Rotarians — all  these  would  help  to  thaw  that 
frigidity  which  is  so  often  apparent  at  pharmaceutical  gather- 
ings. The  big  branches  can  do  this  ;  the  smaller  ones  cannot 
afford  to  do  it  if  they  would.

The  Danger  of  Proprietaries 

Sir,— The  letter  of  Mr.  Charles  F.  Oxtoby  (C.  6-  D.. 
December  18,  p.  721)  about  the  prescribing  and  dispensing  of 
proprietaries  puts  into  words  what  many  chemists  have  thought 
when  faced  with  a  prescription  for  some  unknown  proprietary 
preparation.  With  many  of  these  the  doctor  is  prescribing 
blindly  on  the  strength  of  a  descriptive  pamphlet,  which  may 
give  little  real  information  concerning  the  composition  and 
properties  of  the  product,  and  the  pharmacist  has  perforce 
to  dispense  what  is  ordered  in  equal  ignorance  of  what  he  is 
handling.  This  is  bad  enough  when  a  proprietary  is  prescribed 
in  the  original  package,  but  it  becomes  worse  when  it  is 
ordered  as  an  ingredient  in  a  medicine  containing  several 
other  drugs.  It  is  usually  an  impossibility  for  anyone  behind 
the  dispensing  counter  to  say  whether  it  is  compatible  or  not 
chemically.  Mr.  Oxtoby  suggests  two  regulations  to  deal  with 
these  proprietaries,  first  to  state  the  maximum  dose  on  the 
label,  second,  to  print  the  full  formula  on  the  packet.  To  these 
two  I  would  add  a  third,  namely,  that  no  new  proprietary  or 
synthetic  product  should  be  marketed  until  it  had  been 
thoroughly  and  satisfactorily  tested  as  to  dosage  and  effect  ; 
and  when  the  preparation  was  of  a  type  only  issued  for  dis- 
pensing, particulars  of  these  tests  should  be  included  in  each 
pack.

Staff  Shopkeeping 

Sir,- — It  is  a  scandal  that  there  should  be  so  many  whole- 
sale and  sundries  houses  that  are  only  too  willing  to  supply 
the  staffs  of  banks,  insurance  offices  and  other  large  firms  with 
anything  they  require  at  wholesale  prices.  The  once-a-week 
orders  from  the  staffs  of  many  of  these  firms  are  enormous, 
and  the  consequential  yearly  loss  of  trade  to  retail  chemists 
must  total  a  very  considerable  figure.  I  do  not  recollect  ever 
having  seen  any  attention  paid  to  this  matter  in  your  columns, 
and  should  also  like  to  know  where  the  vigilance  of  the 
Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association  takes  effect.  The 
offending  wholesale  houses  should  be  boycotted  by  the  entire 
retail  section.  Which  of  us  behind  the  shop  counter  of  a 
suburban  business  has  not  had  the  experience  of  a  person, 
mostly  the  wife  of  a  city  clerk,  entering  and  inquiring  the 
price  of  a  well-advertised  proprietary  with  the  remark  that 
"  My  husband  usually  gets  it  at  wholesale  price  through  his 
firm."

R.  B.  (17/12). — Mascara. — The  choice  of  materials  for  the 
liase  of  mascara  depends  upon  the  type  of  product  to  be  made. 
There  are  three  main  forms,  liquid,  cream  and  cake.  A  liquid 
raa.scara  must  be  a  fairly  permanent  suspension  of  colouring 
matter  applied  to  the  lashes  by  means  of  a  brush,  which  serves 
at  the  same  time  as  closure  for  the  bottle.  A  gum  mucilage  of 
medium  viscosity  can  be  used  for  susiJending  the  colouring 
matter.  Gum  acacia,  tragacanth,  or  karaya,  alone  or  blended, 
give  good  results.  Gelatin  is  a  valuable  addition  as  it  increa.scs 
the  ability  to  cling  to  the  lashes.  Cream  mascaras,  usually 
packed  in  collapsible  tubes,  differ  not  very  markedly  from  the 
above  type.  In  an  emulsion  of  glyceryl  monostearate  and 
water,  stiffened  to  the  proper  consistency  by  the  use  of  waxes 
or  gums,  the  colouring  matter  can  be  incorporated.  Another 
type  consists  simply  of  the  pigment  milled  into  a  mixture  of 
vegetable  or  mmeral  oil,  containing  enough  waxes  to  give 
the  proper  stifiness  to  the  cream.  The  third,  and  most  popular, 
type  of  mascara  is  the  cake  form.  Good  results  in  a  cake 
mascara  are  obtained  by  the  use  of  soaps  of  triethanolamine  ; 
such  soaps  being  more  nearly  neutral  in  solution  than  the 
ordinary  sodium  or  potassium  soaps  minimise  to  the  vanishing 
point  the  tendency  to  smart  the  eyes.  For  this  purpose 
triethanolamine  can  be  combined  with  stearic  acid,  or  other 
fatty  acids  such  as  oleic  and  ricinoleic  can  be  used,  combined  in 
different  proportions.  About  50  per  cent,  of  the  base  should 
consist  of  triethanolamine  soaps,  the  rest  of  petrolatum  and 
waxes.  For  this  purpose,  beeswax,  ozokerite,  carnauba  wax, 
paraffin  or  spermaceti  can  be  used,  experiments  showing  what 
proportions  give  the  best  results.  The  colour  must  be  as  in- 
tense as  possible  in  shade,  and  at  the  same  time  perfectly 
harmless.  For  black  there  is  a  choice  of  a  number  of  types 
of  specially  prepared  lampblack,  some  reinforced  with  aniline 
colours.  For  bro«vn  various  earths,  such  as  burnt  umber,  or 
synthetic  oxides  and  lakes,  with  or  without  the  addition  of 
lampblack,  will  give  suitable  shades.  For  the  other  colours 
insoluble  and  harmless  lakes  are  used.  The  following  formulas 
will  serve  as  the  basis  for  experiments:  —

Intimately  mix  the  burnt  umber  (about  five  parts)  in  the 
water,  stir  in  the  soap  flakes  and  heat  until  dissolved.  Melt 
the  waxes  and  pour  into  soap  solution,  stir  until  emulsified. 
Triethanolamine  stearate  could  be  used  if  preferred,  and  a

V.  L.  M.  (17/12). — Purchasing  a  business. — The  following 
are  some  of  the  matters  which  should  be  borne  in  mind  when 
contemplating  purchasing  a  business:  — 

(1)  What  are  the  previous  owner's  reasons  for  selling? 

(2)  Whether  the  figures  relating  to  turnover  and  profits 
be  substantiated. 

(3)  Are  there  opportunities  for  expansion? 

(4)  Is  the  class  of  business  suitable  for  the  prospective  buyer  ? 

(5)  Is  there  security  of  tenure? 

(6)  How  has  vendor  estimated  the  purchase  price  ? 

There  are  certain  other  matters  which  should  not  be  over- 
looked. For  example,  if  there  are  trade  marks  or  special  recipes 
in  use  in  the  business,  the  buj-er  must  make  sure  that  these 
are  transferred  to  him.  He  should  see  that  the  debts  owed 
by  the  previous  proprietor  are  definitely  excluded,  and  he 
should  make  sure  that  any  goods  on  sale  or  return,  or  on  loan, 
such  as  siphons,  arc  declared.  Above  all,  it  is  important  to 
have  a  properly  worded  agreement  drawn  up  between  the 
parties,  so  that  there  is  documentary  evidence  for  the  arrange- 
ments that  have  been  entered  into  verbally.

Retrospect  of  Fifty  Years  Ago

Attendances  at  Meetings 

Scientific  meetings  of  pharmacists  form  one  of  the  problems 
of  the  future.  Our  reports  of  this  winter's  meetings  show  that 
attendances  are  much  below  par,  and  our  information  is  to  the 
effect  that  the  work  done  is  forced  and  far  from  enthusiastic. 
One  change,  which  the  most  experienced  observe,  is  that  the 
older  men  stay  at  home,  and  that  some  of  the  younger  attend 
and  do  the  work  of  scientific  meetings.  Perhaps  this  is  as  it 
ought  to  be,  but  there  is  a  want  of  general  interest.  Few 
care  to  listen  to  technical  or  scientific  papers,  although  they 
may  read  then\,  and  meetings  of  scientific  bodies  are  coming 
to  be  regarded  as  formal  matters  or  conveniences  for  specialists. 
That  seemed  to  be  the  opinion  of  most  at  the  Manchester 
Pharmaceutical  Conference.  The  addresses  were  well  looked 
after,  but  the  papers  as  a  whole  were  read  to  meagre  audiences. 
Nevertheless^  there  were  some  excellent  communications  made 
at  the  meeting  ;  this  was  generally  acknowledged  by  those  who 
could  have  discussed  them  but  did  not,  because  they  were 
unable  to  follow  the  author  sufficiently  closely.  As  a  result, 
there  was  a  proposal  made  at  the  meeting  to  supply  members 
present  with  proofs  of  the  papers.
